ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Feb. 19 
(AP).—The National Postwar Con- 
ference declared itself today for 
an economy of opportunity and 
“of plenty instead of scarcity.” 

Concluding a two-day session, 
but providing for future discus- 
sions, the representatives of 16 
diverse national organizations said 
in a statement: 

“No one group can be prosper- 
ous unless the other group also 
are prosperous.” 

The conference, a cross section 
of American effort—labor, agri- 
culture and business—listed these 
objectives: 

“An economy of plenty instead 
of scarcity, 

“An opportunity for people to 
have jobs and increasingly better 
living standards and educational 
advantages.” 

The statement added: 

“These goals mean that mass 


unemployment, ruinous farm 
prices, violent ups and downs in 
business, monopolistic practices in 
any field, socialization of business 
and Government-planned economy 
for the nation must - 

“The desired objectives can be 
brought about by united co-oper- 
ative action and understanding 
among all of the economic groups 
as producers and consumers. If 
we fail to do these things togeth- 
er, then the task will fall upon 
the Government.” 

Heavily stressed was the need 
during the transition and postwar 
periods for administration 
“through democratic and repre- 
eentative processes.” 

Against Work Director Plan. 

This, conference spokesmen said, 
referred directly to consideration 
of the Baruch reconversion recom- 
mendations for a single work di- 
rector under War Mobilization 
Chief Byrnes and meant that a 
commission representing business, 
Jabor and agriculture should guide 
reconstruction. 

Appointment of “one man, with- 
out any checks and balances,” the 
committee said, would be “inimi- 
cal to the best interests of the 
country.” 

Putting jobs ahead as the end 
result of all other objectives, the 
conference said these would come 
from restoration of the economy 
“as speedily as possible to self- 
control.” 

“The additional employment re- 
quired during the transition pe- 
riod will have to be found not in 
manufacturing alone,” the state- 
ment said, “but also in all the 
other major fields of economic ac- 
tivities — including transportation, 
public utilities, mining, agricul- 
ture, construction, foreign and do- 
mestic trade and service activi- 
ties.” 

The conference arranged for 
meetings at about two-montk. in- 
tervals, to consider agricultural 
problems, capital and credit, cur- 
rency stabilization, distribution of 
products, financing social security,

BARUCH POSTWAR 
PLAN CHALLENGED 
BY SENATE GROUP 


George, Vandenberg Say 
It Would Put Coun- 
try’s Destiny in Hands 
of Executive. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP).— 
The Baruch plan for postwar re- 
conversion of industry and man 
power to civilian pursuits was 
challenged in Congress today on 
the ground that it would deliver 
the future economic destiny of the 
nation into the hands of the ex- 
ecutive, 

Chairman George (Dem.), 
Georgia, of the Senate postwar 
planning committee led the attack 
with an assertion that the pro- 


posals submitted by Bernard M. 
Baruch, 73-year-old financier and 
presidential adviser, posed a basic 
issue whether Congress or the ex- 
ecutive should lay down the gen- 
eral policies for the changeover. 

Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, a member, backed up 
this viewpoint with the declara- 
tion that the committee is not 
willing to leave such decisions to 
“executive lieutenants” but will in- 
sist on the establishment of an 
loyer-all authority accountable to 
Congress for its actions. 

For Congress-Created Agency. 
‘In a statement, George charged 
that the Baruch plan for recon- 
verting industry, disposing of sur- 
pluses and war plants and chan- 
neling workers back into peace- 
time jobs was “to do the whole 
job by executive order under Jus- 
tice Byrnes.” He alluded to War 
Mobilization Director James F. 
Byrnes. 

“The Senate postwar committee 
would do the job through an 
agency created by Congress which 
would be accountable to the exec- 
utive’ but would be required by 
Congress to carry out the broad 
general policies laid down by it,” 
George said. 

“The two reports sharply outline 
the question of whether the eco- 
nomic destiny of the country is to 
be settled -by executive directives 
or by general policies established 
by the elected representatives of 
the people. That issue is so basic 
that the two viewpoints can never 
be reconciled.” 

George announced that a bill 
would be introduced Monday to 
carry out the committee’s recom- 
mendation that a war demobiliza-

reau of Labor Statistics index “dis- 
torts the basic facts” of wartime 
living costs and called for a presi- 
dential investigation. Later the 
White House asserted that the 40- 
year-old index had been upheld by 
a on committee of ex- 


Acting as a minority group in 
the presidential committee, 
George Meany of the AFL and R. 
J. Thomas of the CIO sent to the 
White House the report they made 
public Jan, 25 contending living 
costs have risen at least 43.6 per 
cent since January, 1941, com- 
pared with about 24 per cent 
shown by the index. 

Press Secretary Stephen Early 
told reporters the President had 
received the labor members’ re- 
port and letter, but since it was 
what he called an ex parte report 
Roosevelt “doesn’t feel he can 
pass judgment on the problem” 
until the full committee has re- 
ported, The committee has pub- 
lic and employer members also. 

Meany and Thomas said they 
were acting as a minority because 
it appeared nothing could be ex- 
pected from the full committee 
“for some months to come.” 

“Our report reveals,” Meany and 
Thomas told the President, “that 


the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 


with full understanding, has per- 
mitted its index to be used as a 
basis for measuring the rise in the 
cost of living. The Bureau of 
Labor Statistics is aware of the 
fact that such use of its index 
reflects the gravest type of injus- 
tice that could possibly be perpe- 
trated by it upon the American 
people. . 

“The very failure of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics to make clear 
that its index does not adequately 
reflect the realistic and actual 
rise in the cost of living subjects 
the bureau to very serious charges. 
For instance, the index of the 
bureau does not purport to reflect 
cost of living rises due to increases 
in the price of foods not priced by 
the bureau, elimination of low- 
priced goods, upgrading, deteriora- 
tion of quality standards or the 
rising cost of restaurant meals. 

“In all fairness to the American 
people, we urgently request that 
there be an intensive investiga- 
tion of the part that has been 
played by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics in the publication of an 
index which distorts the basic 


facts of our wartime living costs.” 


When he learned of the labor 
members’ action, Chairman Wil- 
liam H., Davis of the committee 
called it “surprising procedure,” 
He added in a statement that the 
committee’s investigative approach 
has been that suggested by the 
labor members. . 

As for the labor members’ es- 
timate of the rise in living costs, 
Davis said it “would be of no 
possible use until it is subjected 
to critical examination since it is 
clearly a partisan report.”

Junta’s Proposal Present- 
ed to the Control Com- 
mission Calls for the 
Setting Up of a New 
Government.

NAPLES, Feb. 19 (AP).—Six 
antifascist parties grouped into 
the Italian Liberation Committee 
placed the problem of Italy’s im- 
mediate political future in the 
hands of the Allied government 
today. 

Through their executive junta 
they presented to the Allied Con- 
trol Commission a program which 
would call for both King Vittorio 
Emanuele and Marshall Pietro 


Badoglio to step aside in favor of 
a new government. Copies of their 
memorandum were forwarded to 
the Allied governments, 

* Details of the junta’s proposals 
were withheld under an agree- 
ment to treat them as a “secret 
document of state.” Members of 
the junta, however, said leaders 
of the parties were willing to as- 
sume the powers.of government 


prime minister stepped out. 

They said it was up to the 
Allied. authorities to decide the 
issue, since the only means by 
which the Italians could freely 
bring about a change in govern- 
ment—use of force—has been for- 
bidden because this might inter- 
fere with military operations. 

Nothing was said about an 
earlier proposal of a plebiscite, 
the junta agreeing with Allied 
authorities that any form of elec- 
tion now would be untimely. 

Nor were there any names mef- 
tioned ag possible heads of a new 
government, although some politi- 
cal leaders suggested Benedetto 
Croce, the aging philosopher, 
would be acceptable as a “lieu- 
tenant” in the place of the king if 
Vittorio Emanuele would transfer 
his prerogatives. 

They would prefer the king to 
abdicate, members of the junta 
said, but this he has refused to do. 

Talk of accepting Crown Prince 
Umberto as king has diminished, 
since a number if not all of the 
party leaders are strongly opposed 
to him. The likelihood of a re- 
gency for the king’s grandson, the 
Prince of Naples, also seems to 
have faded. 


TAXPAYERS’ FIRST AID STATION

Red Cross to Be Prepared to Care 
for Milder Ailments Among 
Those Walting, 

A first-aid station for Federal 
income taxpayers will be estab- 
lished tomorrow in the basement of 
the Federal Building, Thomas P.

The station, to be set up by the 
Red Cross, will be equipped with 
a stretcher as well as with aspirin 
tablets for the relief of the milder 
ailments suffered by taxpayers. 

Although deputies already have 
been instructed to give special 
attention to the aged and infirm, 
Stanton said he felt that as crowds 
grew larger some persons would 
inevitably become ill while stand- 
ing in line waiting for assistance 
in filling out income tax blanks. 

Stanton said the tax assistance 
office would be open as _ usual 
Tuesday, Washington's birthday, 
from 8:30 a, m. to 9 p. m.

Big Enemy Offensive 
Fails to Achieve Break- 
through Although Sa- 
lient in Allied Lines Is 
Expanded.

ON THE ANZIO BEACHHEAD, 
Feb. 19 (AP).—United States in- 
fantry and tanks lashing out in a 
two-hour attack today regained 
some of the ground won by the 
Nazis, with heavy losses, in con- 
tinuous bitter fighting on Friday, 
and Allied forces are holding Field 
Marshal Albert Kesselring’s offen- 
sive against this beachhead, 

The doughboys attacked after 
one of the heaviest and most con- 
centrated artillery barrages of the 
Mediterranean war. 

Kesselring’s power drive yester- 


day enlarged a box-like salient in 
the beachhead and forced the Al- 
lies back in a sector four miles 
wide, but failed to gain tactically 
decisive ground, 

(The ground recovered Saturday | 
apparently was in this same sec- 
tor below Carroceto, 10 miles 
north of Anzio). 

Although forced back by enemy 
infantry supported by tanks and 
fierce artillery and air support, 
the Allied troops everywhere de- 
nied the Germans the opportunity 
of.a breakthrough. 

How Situation Stands. 

This was the situation aftér the 
fighting throughout yesterday: 

For 72 hours one American ‘in- 
fantry unit had not budged an 
inch, although it was temporarily 
cut off by German advances on 
both its flanks. 

As many as 90 German tanks 
swarmed in the front zone at one 
time Friday, and wave after wave 
of , Focke-Wulfs and  Messer- 
schmitts strafed and bombed the 
forward Allied positions.

“begun the evacuation of 18,000 


Italian civilians from the Anzio 
beachhead, in order to bring them) 


outside the range of the bombard- 
ment.”) 

Allied fighters and fighter-bomb- 
ers also were active continually, 
but dense clouds prevented a fol- 
low-through of Thursday’s terrific 
air counterassault in which more 
than 200 American heavy bombers 
participated as well as hundreds of 
medium and light bombers. 

German tanks again spearhead- 
ed the thrusts which came in a 
renewal of major battle at 5 a. m. 
Friday after a night of small in- 
filtrations by enemy infantry, 

Kesselring’s push still was 
aimed along the Albano-Anzio 
road, but it also drove crosswise 
and hit at a right angle in the 
American line to the east. 

Nazis Encounter Mines. 

For. the first time the Germans 
encountered substantial prepared 
defenses of barbed wire and mines. 
Unable to face the blazing artillery 
fire in a frontal attack, the Ger- 
man troops and their armored ve-

Army private, on a charge of 
treason for allegedly aiding two 
German prisoners of war to es- 
cape from an interment camp at 
Camp Hale, Col., last Tuesday. 
The F. B. I. said Maple, who 
was stationed at Camp Hale, and 
the two Germans, Heinrich Kikil- 
lug and Erhard Schwichtenberg, 
were apprehended three miles 
south of the Mexican border by a 
Mexican customs official.’ The 
complaint against Maple was filed 
at Las Cruces, N. M. Director J. 
Edgar Hoover of the F. B. I. 
praised the alertness of Medaro 
M. Mejia, who made the arrest. 
Maple first came to the atten- 
tion of the F. B. I. in the fall 
of 1940, Hoover disclosed, as a re- 
sult of information indicating he 
held pro-Nazis views.

or captured 73,200 Germans in the 
14-day battle of the Korsun trap 
but had seized an immense amount 
of Nazi equipment, including 10,- 
000 trucks, 618 guns and 116 tanks. 

“The Nazi Eighth Army command- 
er's bedy also was declared found 
among the dead. 

The announcement said that 10,- 
000 more Germans had been 
counted since figures on German 
losses in the great Dnieper Bend 
debacle had been made public 
first last Thursday. Among these 
were 3000 dead, making a total of 
55,000 and 7,200 additional prison- 
ers for a total of 18,200 captives. 

The announcement was made in 
a statement broadcast by Moscow 
radio and recorded by the Soviet 
‘monitor. 

_ Later, a Moscow midnight bulle- 
tin gave details of steady Russian 
advances in the north where 130 
more communities were captured 
in the three-way drive on Pskov, 
_.gateway to the Baltic states. 

The rail station of Plyussa, 58 
miles northeast of Pskov on the 
Leningrad-Pskov railway, was 
taken after a tense fight which 
cost the Germans hundreds of 
dead, the late bulletin said. Much 
war material was captured on that 
front and many prisoners taken. 
“Ski troops were active, making 
—gurprise raids behind enemy 
strongpoints and’ suddenly flank- 
ing positions the Germans had 
counted secure. 

To the east the Russian forces 
which captured Staraya Russa, 
‘tore a great semi-circle of terri- 
tory out of German hands to the 
west and southwest of Staraya 
Russa. The rail station of Tuleblya 
11 miles west of Staraya Russa on 
the railroad to Pskov, was cap- 
tured and Kharino, 21 miles south- 
west of the ancient city, also fell, 
the Russians said.

HE FACES STRONG 


POLITICAL MACHINE 


Comes Out Against Pol- 
itics as ‘Game to Be 
Played by Few Profes- 
sional Players.’

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 19. — 
Edgar Shook, Kansas City lawyer, 
who was a key man in the clean- 
up of the corrupt Pendergast elec- 
tion and police organizations in 
Kansas ‘City, today announced his 
candidacy for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor. For 
many years he has been identified 
with nearly all civic movements 
in the State and in Kansas City. 

Shook will face the powerful 
political organization built up 
through more than 12 years by 
Secretary of State Dwight H. 
Brown, who has filed for the gov- 
ernorship nomination this year, 
and whose entrance into State 
politics in 1928 had the batking 
of ex-Boss Tom Pendergast. A 
third candidate for the nomina- 
tion is Mayor Roger Sermon of 
Independence. 

Brown will be a tough opponent 
for the Kansas City lawyer. In 
fact, virtually every Democratic 
politician in the State believes 
Brown will win the nomination. 
They base this on the knowledge 
that he has a personal organiza- 
tion in virtually every county in 
the State, built up with the ex- 
tensive patronage of the office of 
Secretary of State, that he has 
“played the game” of politics in 
the cities and in the country and 
the organization politicians are 
for him now. 


Possibility Shook Can Win. 

There is a possibility, however, 
that Shook, without making com- 
promising deals, can break this or- 
ganization support. Above ev- 
erything else the politicians want 
to win in the November election. 
Brown would be their natural 
choice for Governor. He could be 
counted upon to play the game in 
the future as he has in the past 
the way the politicians want it 
played. They know that Shook 
wouldn't. 

They supported Lawrence Mc- 
Daniel in 1940 in the belief he 
would be a politician’s Governor. 
They nominated him, but lost the 
election, thereby losing some 10,- 
000 State jobs which went to Re- 
publicans. Since then many of the 
strongest of the organization 
workers have regretted their ac- 
tion, asserting openly that if Al- 
len McReynolds, McDaniel’s oppo- 
nent in the primary and a man 
of much the same type as Shook, 
had been nominated, there would 
be a Democrat in the Governor’s 
office and Democrats would have 
the 10,000 State jobs. 

Shook’s friends are hopeful that 
the “regular” Democratic organi- 
zation workers will conclude that 
for the party to have a chance of 
winning in Missouri this year, it 
must get away from the old gang 
of Statehouse politicians and get 
new blood. 

There is a possibility that will 
happen, particularly because the 
prospects of Democratic nomina- 
tions for other State offices give 
little hope for a ticket which will 
appeal to any independent vote. 

Party Leaders in Dumps. 

Democratic leaders are actually 
in the dumps, figuring the possi- 
bility that their State ticket will 
be made up almost entirely of 
the old gang which came into 
power with the aid of the Pender- 
gast-padded registration lists in 
Kansas City, which played the 
political game with Pendergast 
until he was dethroned and which 
was taking its regular place at 
bat during the long years of 
Pendergast rule in Missouri, 
through the attempt to put a boss 
controlled candidate on the Su- 
preme Court, the attempted Gov- 
ernorship steal and the many 
other schemes which character- 
ized the Pendergast era. 

Included in the list are Brown 
for Governor, State Auditor For- 
rest Smith for renomination, for- 
mer State Senator L. N. Searcy 
for Attorney General, and former 
State Treasurer Robert W. Winn 
for Treasurer. 

In his announcement, Shook 
said: “Politics must not be a 
game to be played by a few pro- 
fessional players. It must not be 
a system by which a few gain 
power at the expense of the many. 
The first and highest duty and 
privilege of a citizen is to par- 
ticipate in his government. These 
convictions lead me to stand as 
a candidate with the hope and 
purpose of assisting in the pres- 
ervation and attainment of those 
things we all want for Missouri 
and America.” 

Shook a Fighter. 

Shook is a fighter and can be 
counted on to make a- fighting 
campaign. 

When former Gov. Stark and

Muldoon States — Ella- 
by Suggests 32-Million 
for Master Plan. 


St. Louis is losing ground as an 
air center, as evidenced by re- 
moval in recent years of head- 
quarters of Transcontinental & 
Western Air, Inc., to Kansas City, 
and Chicago & Southern Airlines 
to Memphis, Joseph A. Muldoon, 
chief of air mail service in this 
area, said in a recent letter to 
Acting Postmaster Bernard F. 
Dickmann, 

St. Louis, Muldoon said, needs 
a major airport much closer to 


the downtown section than either 
Lambert-St. Louis Field or the 
Columbia Bottoms, selected as a 
site for a second major airport. 
In making the letter public yes- 
terday, Dickmann emphasized that 
Muldoon, who is superintendent of 
the Seventh Division of Railway 
Mail Service with offices in St. 
Louis, stated the handling of air 
mail] to and from St. Louis could 
be greatly expedited if an airport 
site closer to the downtown sec- 
tion of the city could be found, 
Pointing out that the amount of 
air mail handled at the postoffice 
here last January increased 16.7 
per cent over January, 1943, Mul- 
doon indicated the percentage of 
increase would have been greater 
if it were not for the difficulty of 
transporting the air mail more 
than 15 miles from the postoffice 
to the air mail field. 

“On TWA trips,” he said, “the 
mail is delivered to the carrier by 
clerks at the air mail field 20 
minutes before departure of the 
airplane. Add to this the 55 min- 
utes needed to transport the mail 
from the postoffice to the field, 
and’ it is found that the mails 
must, in some _ instances, be 
checked out of the postoffice an 
hour and 15 minutes before plane 
connection is due at the airport.” 
He explained that American Air- 
lines planes fly from St. Louis to. 
Chicago in an hour and 40 min- 
utes, “or just 35 minutes more 
than it takes to get the mail from 
the St. Louis Postoffice to the 
plane.” 

“St. Louis is the natural gate- 
way for the entire eastern half of 
Missouri and for southern [lli- 
nois,’” Muldoon wrote. “The ques- 
tion, therefore, of having an air- 
port here at St. Louis which is 
quickly and easily accessible to the 
railroads, postoffice and highways 
serving St. Louis assumes greater 
significance in retaining this ad- 
jacent trade territory.” 


Ellaby and Parks Favor Series of 
Metropolitan Area Fields. 

A master airport plan involving 
the expenditure of 32 million dol- 
lars to improve existing airports 
and construct others in the metro- 
politan St. Louis area is proposed 
by Charles H, Ellaby, until recent- 
ly president of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service, and Oliver L. Parks, 
president of Parks Air College and 
a member of the Municipal Air- 
port Commission, 

The plan would include improv- 
ing Lambert-St. Louis Field, con- 
structing the Columbia Bottoms 
airport and building a major cargo 
transport field near Horseshoe 
Lake in Illinois. For the use of 
private planes, two projects are 
considered of major importance: 
The construction of a field on 
‘Mosenthien Island in the Missis- 
sippi River and of an elevated 
steel] landing structure along Mill 
Creek Valley between Twelfth and 
Eighteenth streets. 

Four small fields within the city 
limits of St. Louis, seven in St. 
Louis County and two in St. Clair 
County are proposed. Five of 
these smaller fields are in exist- 
ence and would be improved. 

The plan represents the au- 
thors’ solution to airport problems 
that will face St. Louis during the 
next six years. The two new 
major fields would require two 
years to construct and the others 
from six months to a year. 

As outlined to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday by Ellaby and 
Parks, the plan includes the fol- 
lowing projects: 

Lambert Field: Immediate con- 
struction of two additional 6000- 
foot runways in proper pattern 
with the existing No. 1 runway, 
and a new operations building. 
These improvements would cost 
about two million dollars and 
could be started at once. 

Columbia Bottoms: The expedit- 
ing of construction of a new 
scheduled operations passenger 
and transport field to cost 10 
million.

3175 Students by Army Order

The Army’s decision to drop

| program will mean the withdraw- 
al of about 3175 students from 
Washington University, St. Louis 
University and the University of 
Missouri, the Post - Dispatch 
learned yesterday. 

The only soldier-students_re- 
maining at the three universities 
will be those enrolled in advanced 
medical, dental or engineering 
courses. The order, which becomes 
‘total of 145,000 men_ enrolled 
throughout the nation in the spe- 
cial training program down to 
about 35,000, the latter comprising 
the group in the three excepted 
categories. 

The three Missouri schools, un- 
like several of the others partic- 
ipating in the training program, 
will suffer comparatively mode- 
rate losses. 

Washington University will lose 
'a total of about 1326 special stu- 
dents, Chancellor George R.

This number will include 400 basic 
training students, 500 Air Forces 
students, 150 meteorologists, 150 
pre-medical students and 125 area 
and foreign language students. 
However, the university has 350 
advanced medical students, 100 
studying dentistry and 150 taking 
advanced engineering courses, 
St. Louls University will lose 


about 600 men, or slightly more 
than half of its present Army en- 
rollment, the Rev. Patrick J. Hol- 
loran, 8S.

TORONTO, Feb. 19 (AP).—A 
prediction that “the world is in 
for very extensive change and 
renovation” was made tonight by 


Associate Justice Robert H. Jack- 


Court, -but he expressed doubt that 
his country would swing to ex- 
tremes of right or leit. 

“We in the United States are ex- 
periencing what many call a 
period of confusion in the law,” 
he told the annual meeting of the 
Canadian Bar Association. 


“It is the kind of unsettlement 
that: always extends to the law 
when organized society itself is in 
a period of transition. .... The 

ovement today almost univer- 
sally is toward advancement of 
collective interesta at the expense 
of individual interests. 

“This, of course, is not to say 
that we are becoming a collectivist 
state. Indeed, moderate conces- 
sions are thought by some to be 
the best defense against such ex- 
tremes. While there are those 
who -xesist this drift, our more 
heated divisions are'no longer as 
to the direction of our movement 
so much as to its pace.” 


On Democratic Institutions. 


The security of democratic in- 
stitutions may depend on keeping 
struggles for power from “getting 
out of legal bounds,” with the 
burden of adjustment and _ recon- 
Ciliation falling primarily upon 
legislators and executives, he said. 
“We judges, I think, must be 
cautious that we do not obstruct 
them in the exercise of their law- 
ful powers, or make their task of 
governing unnecessarily difficult,” 
he added.

NCE again, as in the days of prohibition, the country is threat- 
ened with widespread violation of Federal liquor laws. 
it is a problem national in scope, but this time the bootlegger

days—the speakeasy, the peddler of bathtub gin—has not appeared. 
The big operator today is trying to use legitimate retail outlets for 
distribution of his black market liquor. 


Officials of the Alcohol Tax 
Unit in the Treasury have given 
the bootlegger of the wartime 
boom a new name. He is a “rack- 
eteer-broker” and his origins indi- 
cate the source of the present 
wave of liquor law violations. 

In many instances, the new vio- 
lator has been a_ high-pressure 
salesman for big liquor interests 
-—importers or distillers. No more 
high pressure salesmanship is re- 
quired since the available supply 
of liquor is far less than the de- 
mand, so the former salesman 
goes into black market liquor, 
dealing with big sums of money in 
cash and delivering tax-paid liq- 
uor for about twice the ceiling 
price. 


About Half Enough. 


Treasury experts estimate that 
the whisky now being released le- 
gally supplies about half the de- 
mand. With millions employed 
who have never worked before 
money is easy. The distillers have 
inaugurated their own system of 
rationing the trade since they can 
no longer make whisky and must 
conserve their supply. They dre 
releasing about five million gal- 
lons a month which compares 
with 7,500,000 to eight million gal- 
lons a month under normal condi- 
tions. Given the present boom, it 
is estimated at least 10 million 
gallons could be absorbed. 

Were it not for the restrictions 
imposed by rationing — of tires, 
gasoline, sugar—together with the 
scarcity of metals, there would 
unquestionably be a revival of il- 
legal stills on a scale that might 
even rival the roaring 1920s of the 
dry era, but the old-fashioned 
bootlegger who might want to go 
into distilling today is unable to 
get copper for his coils or sugar 
in sufficient quantities; and the 
problem of distribution is compli- 
cated by the need to get trucks 
and supply them with illegal gaso- 
line and tires. If the rationing 
lid were taken off, say Treasury 
officials, a flood of illegal liquor 
would soon follow. 

During 1943 bootleg distilling 
was at the lowest point since dry 
repeal and quite possibly last year 
set an all-time low. The Alcohol 
Tax Unit measures this in mash 
gallons seized at illicit stills. In 
the fiscal year 1935 approximately 
21,000,000 mash gallons were seized 
by revenue agents. By 1942 this 
total had dropped down to 5,400,000 
and in the fiscal year 1943 it was 
1,700,000. 


Since Pearl Harbor. 


Perhaps the sharpest decline on 
record had begun with Pearl Har- 
bor. Moonshiners were drafted 
into the Army. Rationing and 
other restrictions were applied. In 
November and December, 1943, 
the long-time trend following on 
the end of prohibition was re- 
versed. For the first time there 
Was an increase in the volume of 
mash gallons seized. Nevertheless 
it was small, in volume. 

An intensified drive against il- 
licit distilling, coincident with the 
increase in output, brought seiz- 
ures of 507 stills in a four-week 
period at the end of last year, an 
increase of 46 per cent over the 
same four weeks of the previous 
year. The amount of mash seized 
at these smal] stills increased 106 
per cent over the 1942 period. The 
southeast Atlantic states, espe- 
cially in the Appalachian high- 
land, continue to lead in the num- 
ber of moonshiners caught at 
work. 

Not only is the volume of this 
hooch small but the range of its 
distribution is believed to be lim- 
ited. The large-scale illegal traf- 
fic today is in authentic liquor on 
which a tax has been paid. Here 
is how it works. 

John Doe was the sales agent 
for & gmail distiller. He is out of 


a job. He knows his whisky from 
both the sellers’ and the buyers’ 
end. One of his former custom- 
ers—a hotel chain, say—is running 
very low on whisky stocks. John 
Doe says he thinks he can fix 
them up. It will cost, of course, 
about twice the ceiling price. 

He goes back to his old firm to 
make a deal. Perhaps it will not 
countenance this violation of the 


supply to old customers who are 
rationed on the basis of previous 
purchases—but he knows another 
less scrupulous firm, distillers or 
wholesalers, anxious to be cut in 


on the extra money. 

Once the racketeer-broker has 
set up the deal, the purchasing 
agent for the hotel chain puts 
through his order in the regular 
way for so many thousands of 
cases of whisky. It is carried on 
the books of: both companies at 
the ceiling price, all regular and 
legal, but John Doe gets in cash 
a sizable chunk of “side money,” 
and Treasury officials say that the 
sums involved are really large. 
He pays part of it over to the dis- 
tiller or wholesaler and keeps the 
rest for himself, : 


Such a Deal Uncovered. 


This transaction is in cash and 
the racketeer-broker is not likely 
to report his handsome profit on 
his income tax. Shortly. before 
Christmas a deal just like this 
was uncovered in New York with 
one of the big hotels paying $84 a 
case for liquor when the ceiling 
price wag $42, 

The Treasury, which has entire 
charge of liquor law enforcement, 
has taken various steps to stop 
this black market traffic. The 
big distillers are anxious to co- 
operate in stamping out the prac- 
tice since they realize, of course, 
that in the long run it can only 
do serious harm to the industry 
and increase the threat of a new 
dry law. About 60 per cent of 
all distilling is controlled by the 
“big four” and they are collabo- 
rating in every way with the al- 
cohol tax unit ag are most of the 
smaller distillers, 


A measure recently introduced 
is to require daily records of 
whisky distribution so that an ac- 
curate check can be kept on exact- 
ly where all tax paid whisky is 
going. Whenever the Tax Unit 
finds a wholesaler diverting liquor 
into the black market, the dis- 
tiller supplying the dealer is in- 
formed and he ig likely to lose 
his supply. Despite this careful 
day to day check, it is known 
that liquor is still stepping into 
the black market. 

The pressure against the dam 
is enormous and it is nationwide. 
It first became acute in the dry 
counties in the South. Tax-paid 
liquor out of the black market 
first appeared there. This meant 
that areas where liquor was legal- 
ly sold were drained of their 
stocks with the result that black 
market operations soon followed. 
States with liquor monopolies 
were next to feel the pinch. 


| Counterfeiting. 


Recently there have been some 
efforts, in the fine old tradition 
of prohibition days, to counterfeit 
good liquors. The Treasury has put 
together an exhibit of rare liqueur, 
Scotch whiskies, champagnes, 
expensive Bourbons and ryes, all 
of them faked. Labels and reve- 
nue stamps by a crude photo- 
graphic process. These fancy 
jobs were fabricated for the pre- 


Christmas trade. 

The sc-called liqueur Scotch was 
actually a cheap American whisky 
of Scotch flavor which sold‘ for 
$3.50 or $4 a bottle. With the fancy 
labels it was meant to bring $15 
or $20 in under-the-counter deals.

Aa of Postwar | aaatan 
Describes It as Synthesis 
of Patriotic Elements of 
Nationalism and Interna- 
tionalism.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. 

T is possible to conclude that Ely Culdert- 
| son’s world organization plan, as set forth 

with a wealth of supporting argument in 
his “Total Peace’’ (Doubleday, Doran), suf- 
fers from-the very fact of its beautiful artic- 
ulation—that it needs more play in the 
joints to be workable in an imperfect world 
—and yet to admire the author’s ingenuity, 
the enormous amount of information he has 
assembled on the problems of World peace, 
and the vigorous style in which he expounds 
his ideas. 

“Total Peace’’ cannot be brushed aside as 
crackpot-ism. It is the work of an intelli- 
gent, imaginative mind, and the fact that the 
writer has been “‘typed”’ as a contract bridge 
expert—‘“‘typed,”” as he disarmingly says, 
like a Hollywood actor—should frighten no- 
body away from the book. Even if the fed- 
eration plan itself be dismissed as a mathe- 
matical tour de force, incapable of being put 
into practical operation, there remains much 
of undeniable value in Culbertson’s analysis 
of the conflicting forces that have somehow 
got to be reconciled if world peace is to be 
achieved. 

Some Students of the Plan 

Give It Impressive Praise. 

This is not to say that skepticism about 
the workability of the plan is universal 

To the 
contrary, it has won an impressive lot of 
support. Prof. Charles A. Ellwood of Duke 
University, formerly head of the sociology 
department of the University of Missouri, 
says it is “the most perfect machinery yet 
devised by the mind of man to prevent in- 
ternational wars,” and Hamilton Holt, for- 
mer executive director of the Woodrow Wil- 
son Foundation, calls it ‘‘a striking, original, 
realistic and statesmanlike attempt to fore- 
cast and plan for the future.”” Max Eastman 
says that Culbertson “has boldly met all the 
seemingly insurmountable problems in the 
way of world federation, and offered what 
seems to me a workable solution of each.” 

Indorsements such as these followed the 
first publication of the plan a year ago. 
“Total Peace’ elaborates and explains the 
plan, which is further being promoted 
through World Federation, Inc., a non-profit 
corporation which Culbertson has set up in 
New York. 

In his “presumptuous and awesome” task 
of making a blueprint for a new world or- 
der, Culbertson has been both handicapped 
and helped by his fame as a bridge expert. 
He had to get over the hurdle that con- 
fronts anybody who steps out of the role in 
which he has made his reputation—a hurdle 
particularly high in the case of a man whose 
fame rested on a card-playing system and 
who now proposed to create a system for 
world peace; but the advantages, he says, 
were far greater than the drawbacks. Bridge 
gave him time and money for research; the 
promotion of bridge, moreover, had enabled 
him to test and improve his theories of 
social psychology and mass propaganda. 


Author Born in Caucasus, 
Father American Engineer. 


Culbertson’s father was an American min- 
ing engineer who developed the oil fields of 
Grozny in the Caucasus, his mother the 
daughter of a Cossack general. His early 
years were spent in Russia, and while still 
in his teens he was arrested for revolution- 
ary activity by the Czar’s soldiers and thrown 
into jail in Sochi, in the Caucasus. It was 
while in jail that he learned to play cards. 
Cards became his hobby; his real lifework, 
he says, is in the field of the social sciences. 

The family fortune having been expro- 
priated by the Soviet Government, he settled 
down in New York in the 1920s. Penniless, 
he decided to become “‘a scientific gambler 
in cards.”’ He had always been fascinated 
by “the bizarre world of cards’ and had 
learned to play bridge while in the Univer- 
sity of Geneva in 1915. Taking up the game 
seriously, he worked out his own system and 
seldom lost. On the advice of his wife, he 
gave up playing for high stakes and concen- 
trated on the promotion of his system of 
contract bridge, with the result, ultimately, 
that “‘a deck of cards was pyramided into a 
world-wide movement with millions of de- 
votees’’ and the leisure for his researches 
was won. 

The bridge players of the world, says

bility for his book and the creation of the 
world federation system, 

The Culbertson plan provides that the 
world shall be divided into 11 regional 
federations. Nine of these—Pan-American, 
British, Latin-European, Germanic, Middle 
European, Middle Eastern, Russian, Chinese 
and Japanese—shall be sovereign regional 
federations, and two—Malaysian and Indian 
—gshall be temporarily under the trustee- 
ship, respectively, of the United States and 
Great Britain. It is contemplated that these 
two shall eventually, upon plebiscites, be- 
come sovereign federations. Each region is 
described as ‘‘a natural economic, cultural 
and psychosocial unit.’ 

Each region consists of one -or more 
sovereign states, and these states retain all 
their rights except one—the right to wage 
a war of aggression. 

In each region, the most populous state is 
known as the initiating state, and this state 
may join the world federation on behalf of 
its region. When two or more initiating 
states become members, the world federa- 
tion comes into existence. If the most pop- 
ulous state in any region fails to join the 
federation, then after six months the next 
most populous state may join on behalf of 
the region. 


None Compelled to Join 
Except Germany and Japan. 


With the exception of Germany and Japan, 
no initiating state is compelled to join the 
federation. No state, moreover, shall be 
required to become a member when the 
initiating state of its region elects to join.

The total is 78 per cent, leaving 22 per 
cent (or more than the percentage of any 
national contingent) for the international 
mobile corps, the “shock troops’ of the 
world federation—troops “devoted and 
sworn to fight against any aggressor.” 


Mobile Force Would Help 
Defend Against Aggression. 


“Tf any politically conceivable group of 
would-be aggressor nations combines against 
any other nation,” Culbertson argues, ‘“‘the 
nation attacked, plus the mobile corps and 
the other national contingents under the 
command of the world federation, will have 
more than 50 per cent of the world forces. 

“Furthermore, the heavy weapons without 
which modern wars cannot be successfully 
waged are to be segregated, and these segre- 
gated weapons and materials of war may 
be manufactured only by a world armament 
trust set up, wholly owned and controlled by 
the world federation, and may be used only 
by the world police.” 

The security of the United States is not 
made wholly dependent on the world police, 
for in addition the plan sets up an Amer- 
ican strategic zone which provides this na- 
tion with naval air bases in both the At- 
lantic and the Pacific. ‘“‘Even if the world 
federation should in the future cease to 
exist, the security of the entire Western 


Say the United States adheres to the fed- 
eration on behalf of its region, the Pan- 
American; any other state of. the region, 
Argentina for example, may still remain 
outside. 

After any initiating state has joined the 
federation, the other sovereign states of its 
region may become members. 

After the world federation has been 
founded by the action of any two or more 
initiating states, there shall first be a pro- 
visional government, to be followed two 
years after its creation (or two years after 
the end of the war, whichever is later) by 
the permanent government of ,the world 
federation. 

The provisional government shall be op- 
erated by a council of trustees appointed by 
the initiating states which have joined the 
federation. This government shall make the 
treaty of peace with the Axis powers, bring 
relief to the liberated states, re-establish the 
sovereignty of the occupied states, and, 
especially, establish a world police force 
based on what Culbertson calls the quota 
force principle. 


Quota Force Police Principle 
Proposal to Solve Dilemma. 


This principle is the heart of his plan. 
It solves, he says, the great dilemma which 
has thwarted all the world peace proposals 
of the past. 

The Culbertson world police scheme calls 
for 11 nationdl contingents, one for each 
of the initiating states, and in addition an 
international contingent, or mobile corps, re- 
cruited exclusively from the smaller nations 
which do not have their own national con- 
tingents. Each national contingent, the 
plan provides, shall be recruited and trained | 


Hemisphere will be strategically greater 
than would be possible under any system of 
alliances.”’ 

While the quota table allots national 
contingents to Germany and Japan, there 
are special provisions requiring that for 24 
years these contingents shall be recruited 
and commanded by the international con- 
tingent and that for the same period none 
of the world armament trust’s segregated 
weapons shall be manufactured in either of 
the two Axis countries, 


Looking Toward Permanent 
Government of the World. 


The Culbertson plan looks to the forma- 
tion ultimately of a permanent government 
of the world, with a president selected for 


a six-year term in rotation from the regional 
federations; the first president is to come 
from the United States and the second from 
the British federation. Other proposed 
branches of the government are a World 
Supreme Court of 13 judges (one from each 
initiating state and two at large from the 
non-initiating states); a World Court of 
Equity of 13 judges; 13 World Trustees, 
and the World Vocational Senate of 66 
members selected by the presidents of the 
regional federations with the approval of 
their respective regional senates, for six- 
year terms. 


Each regional federation, it is provided, 


shall have six senators, one each represent- 


ing capital, labor, agriculture, science, edu- 
cation and the arts and crafts. The World 
Trustees and the World Vocational Senate 


shall be the legislative branch of the govern- 


ment.

Moves we National Sinarquist Union, led by “nationalistic” young 


It claims 900,000 members, but a more reliable estimate is 100,000 

Sinarquists have been called “America’s fifth column” by Secre- 
tary Ickes, but smiled on by the State Department and by many of 
the Catholic hierarchy here and in the United States; and up to last 
month had been allowed some little participation in the Government. 


Then flames from Argentina’s 
nationalistic new order licked over 
the border to Bolivia. Mexican 
Deputies, Senators, Governors and 
Vicente Lombardo Toledano, labor 
leader, charged, as had been 
charged before, that the Sinar- 
quists were part of a general Latin 
American front against democra- 
cy. President Manuel Avila Ca- 
macho decided to put up fire 
guards. He let go Sinar- 
quism’s representative in the Cab- 
inet, Octavio Vejar Vazquez, Min- 
ister of Education, and replaced 
him with Jaime Torres Bodet, sub- 
secretary of the Foreign Office. 
He reinforced Bodet with Gen. 
Tomas Sanchez Hernandez, the 
vigorously democratic Army 
chief of staff. The official policy 
of appeasement was over, 


‘Copied From Falange. 


Sinarquism, which owes much 
of its physical appearance to the 
Spanish Falange, from which it 
was copied, was born in the poor 
farming section of Guanajuato in 
1937. It was near the scene of 
the old bloody Cristero uprisings 
of 10 years before, and literally 
dozens of Fascist groups were in 
the district, trying to form a go- 
ing organization. 


Officially, the National Sinar- 
quist Union was founded May, 23, 
1937, on the farm of a Mexican- 
born Falangist, Jose Antonio Ur- 
quiza, by a group of youngsters 
who were “disgusted with the pre- 
vailing moral, political and eco- 
nomic disorder, and decided to re- 
store the Christian order in Mex- 
ico.” Urquiza, son of a Creole 
hacendado, fought in Spain for 
Franco, returned to Mexico, and 
was killed in a bar-room quarrel. 
He is the first martyr of Sinar- 
quism. His followers organized 
the movement into a “military 
organization,” like the Falange, 
then set off to convert the poor 
of Mexico to the new Christian 
order. 

Sinarquism started with the en- 
couragement of many Mexican 
priests and prelates at a time 
when the Cardenas Government 
had decided to give the church 
more concessions. Religious in- 
struction was reinstated and 
priests appeared in public in semi- 
clerical costume, religious proces- 
sions were permitted in some sec- 
tions, and many churcH buildings 
were returned to church custody; 
some seminaries have quietly re- 
opened and’ are educating young 
men for the priesthood. 


Nationalism Stressed. 


Sinarquism has contrived to look 
more like a Mexican national 
movement than any of its old 
world counterparts. Its sympathiz- 
ers in the United States embassy 
say that it resembles the clerical- 
peasant military groups in the 
time of Santa Ana and the Em- 
peror Iturbide. 

But Sinarquism still looks and 
acts like the Spanish Falange. 

“Obey and have faith” is one of 
the tattered slogans of Sinarquism 
used most frequently. “Fatherland, 
Justice and Liberty” has been 
added in the last year as a cau- 
tious afterthought. 


A book called “Mexico in 1960,” 
purporting to be Sinarquism’s plan 
for Mexico, has been widely dis- 
tributed and printed. It was edit- 
ed in “Mexico, capital of the new 
empire.” In it a corporate regime 
is established (according to the 
chapter on “production and social 
justice”), the state has been sub- 
ordinated to the church (page 40), 
and freedom of the press has been 
abolished (pages 5 and 10), and 
the radio and movies are state- 
controlled, 

El Sinarquista, the movement’s 
weekly newspaper, had already 
set forth the basic points of the 


‘Sinarquist movement, including 
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has had 
‘The church, which has suffered 
many difficulties in Mexico since 


the Fascist “incorporation” of 
trades and professions under the 
leadership of the state. 


After Pearl Harbor, the lead- 
ers of the movement began to 
deny that El Sinarquista was an 
official publication, although it le 
still edited in Sinarquista head 
quarters on Morelos street. After 
the German reverses at El Ala- 
mein, El Sinarquista began to 
criticise Hitler and Myssolini, but 
still clung to Franco Spain as the 
“model regime,” and to “Hispani- 
dad” as the ideal for Latin Amer- 
ica. In the last few weeks, the 
Sinarquists have relinquished even 
these fascist shibboleths. 


Now they claim to be‘ “anti-to- 
talitarian and as democratic as 
President Roosevelt.” They dety 
that they would ever resort to vio- 
lence to attain power. Still, their 
ranks, which include women and 
small children, are called “sol- 
diers,” and their organization is 
drilled in military fashion. They 
are against sending Mexican 
troops to fight abroad. The en- 
tire movement is warned to tkeep 
on the alert.” 


The National Union of Sinar 
quists denies that it Is a political 
party, but the alms of Mexico's 
Partido Accion Nacional are 
identical. The Sinarquists say 
they are a movement. Their cur- 
rent superchief is Manuel Torres 
Bueno, an unsuccessful lawyer 
with smouldering eyes who, ac- 
cording to the official propaganda 
of the movement, was “chosen by 
God” in succession to Salvador 
Abascal. 


Catholic Church Stand. 


The Catholic Church in Mexico 
some embarrassment. 


Benito Juarez separated church 
from state in 1857, is at last be 
ginning to get undreamed-of con- 
cessions from pious President 
Avila Camacho, Sinarquism is a 
Catholic lay movement, and a 
noisy one. Its activities had sup 
port from many within the Mext- 
can church, and even from out 
side Mexico—in the United States 
There is danger that if this sup 
port shows in Mexican politics at 
this time, the advantages to the 
church will again be swept away. 

Tiny Archbishop Lifis M. Mar- 
tinez recently made two signifi- 
cant statements: First, he believed 
that “all Mexico, including the 
Communists, can pull together to 
help win the war”; second, he 
said emphatically the church had 
no tie with the Sinarquists or the 
National Action Party, or any 
other of the political organizations 
which profess loyalty to the Cath- 
olic faith. 

Calling for national unity, the 
archbishop castigated those who, 
“in the name of religion or any 
other cause, seek disunion, 


: Mssr. Sheen’s Words. 


However, the Washington radio 
commentator for the National 
Council of Catholic men, Msgr. 
Fulton J. Sheen, took a different 
view. He said “Mexico needs a 
real revolution, not of violence. 
but revolution as is mentioned in 
the Magnificat, in which the 
‘powerful are removed from their 
seats and the humble exalted’.” 

When these remarks were re 
printed in Mexico there was a vio- 
lent reaction in Congress and the 
press. It was at this point that 
President Avila Camacho let 
the Sinarquist Minister of Educa- 
tion Vasquez resign. 

Full freedom of education is de 
manded by Sinarquists, but 
their newspaper cartoonist almost 
suffered a colinpse. Vazquez had 
abolished co-education in Mexico 
City schools, and was on the point

Presidential Tenure 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I often wonder if some of our news- 
paper cofnmentators, for example George 
Sokolsky, have ever read the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. Mr. Sokolsky 
in his Lincoln day article nfakes a 
statement, dragged in bodily, as it has 
nothing whatever to do with Lincoln’s 
career, which reads as follows: “The es- 
sence of our political system is limited 
tenure in office constitutionally, fixed.” 


Does not Mr. Sokolsky know that the 
Judges of our highest courts are named 
for life? Does he not know that our 
Senators and Representatives, while 
elected to terms of six and two years 
respectively, can be re-elected indefinite- 
ly until death parts them from their 
jobs? 

The biggest book in my father’s libra- 
ry was “Thirty Years in the United 
States Senate” by our own Senator, 
Thomas H. Benton. Our neighbor, Illi- 
nois, kept “Uncle” Joe Cannon in the 
House of Representatives for 28 years. 


Hundreds of similar cases could be 
cited. Congress, moreover, generously 
rewards long tenure in office by mak- 
ing length of service on a committee the 
sole qualification for its chairmanship, 
no matter how senile, reactionary or 
incompetent the individual may be. 


The Constitution does not prevent the 


President from being re-elected as often 
as the people choose, This question was 
carefully debated by the Founding Fa- 
thers and they voted against the re- 
striction Mr. Sokolsky gratuitously as- 
sumes they did adopt, Washington, who 
was practically drafted for both his first 
and second terms, refused a third term. 
Why? Because he was tired, sick and 
tired, of the vituperation and vilifica- 
tion that had been heaped on him by his 
political opponents. He retired to Mount 
Vernon a broken man and died three 
years later at the age of 67. 


It is not difficult to see through Mr. 
Sokolsky’s little game. An accomplished 
President-baiter, he never loses an 
opportunity to launch a blast at Mr. 
Roosevelt. His words quoted above are 
simply a little shaft, not very pointed and 
not very bright, aimed at a prospective 
fourth term for the President.

The Baruch Report 


The Baruch report comes close to being a blue- 
print for the nation’s economy in the transition 
from war to peace. The recommendations are 
made with this qualification—that they are sec- 
ondary to the prompt and effective prosecution 
of the war. It was on this basis that the task 
of preparing the report was undertaken by the 
two authors, Bernard M. Baruch and John M, 
Hancock. 3 

The plan deals with demobilization, both. mili- 
tary and industrial. The objective is to prevent 
unemployment and depression and to prepare for 
a new “adventure in prosperity.” If this pattern 
is followed, or the main principles of it, there 
is good reason fo hope that the country will 
avoid the confusion and waste that were  in- 
volved in demobilization after the First World 
War. | ’ 

“It igs an easier task to convert from peace 
to war than from war to peace.” This observa- 
tion in the summary of the report is the key 


‘to the complexity of the problem. What needs 


to be done now in preparation for peace must 
be done against the currents of intense war 
activity. It must be done without in any way 
weakening the conduct of the war, 

On the policy side, the proposal that the Gov- 
ernment should get out of business as soon as 


| possible after the war will be generally ap- 


proved. The war, in its urgency and magnitude, 
has forced Government to take over many busi- 
ness fyuctions not normally within its sphere, 
How to get disengaged from and unscramble 
these activities and restore them to private enter- 
prise is a problem overshadowing the whole pro- 
gram of war demobilization and recpnversion. 

The job this time will be much greater than 
it was after the last war, when there ‘was a de- 
plorable muddle over the termination of contracts 
and the disposal of surplus military supplies 
and equipment. Then, there was huge waste, 
great stocks of goods deteriorated in warehouses, 
new ships rusted away in ports, merchandise got 
into the hands of speculators who made fortunes 
at the public expense and many perfectly reputa- 
ble manufacturers whose contracts were termi- 
nated waited for years before their claims finally 
were settled, There was scandal and extrava- 
gance, incompetence and negligence, dishonesty 
and profiteering. 

It is estimated that after the First World 
War there was about seven billion dollars’ worth 
of surplus goods to be disposed of, and that this 
time the amount may be 10 times as much, How 
well we succeed in meeting the situation this 
time, and in applying the principles of the Ba- 
ruch report, depends in large degree on whether 
the war ends suddenly, as it did the last time, 
or the end can be foreseen fairly far in advance. 

There will: be widespread agreement with the 
report’s declaration that “there is no need for a 
postwar depression.” But to prevent a depres- 
sion requires, as the report well states, “getting 
us all back to work in peacetime enterprises.” 
There will be agreement, too, with such pro- 
posals as prompt settlement of war contracts; 
early disposal of surpluses “as in a goldfish 
bowl”—with full publicity to prevent fraud; equal 
opportunity for small as well as large business 
to bid for surpluses; continuance of artificial 
business controls only so long as is necessary; 
development of a public works program. 

The proposal for national debt reduction is 
good, but it is doubtful that Congress could in- 
telligently draft now a definite postwar tax 
schedule, as suggested. A general policy, of tax 
reduction when feasible might well be adopted, 
but many factors of public welfare must be con- 
sidered before lower rates are established. 

This is a comprehensive, considered plan em- 
bracing virtually all the problems that are fore- 
seeable in connection with the reconversion of 
industry and the transition to peace; the only 
one of its kind. In some respects, Congress and 
Government officials will be able to improve it; 
in general, it is a valuable guide for an intri- 
cate, highly important task.

We knew that Mr. Churchill likes to drink 
champagne, smoke black cigars, stay up a good 
part of the night and lie in bed late in the morn- 
ing, while still doing a pretty fair job as Prime 
Minister. But we now learn from Robert Ley, 
the Nazi, that he is also addicted to the vice of 
poker playing, wherein, says Ley, resides the 
secret of his statesmanship. 

From time to time, we have said some un- 
pleasant things about the Nazis, but there’s noth- 
ing so warming as giving the devil his due. When 
Ley says of this “curious” game, poker, that 
“only a person with an aptitude for falsehood, 
bluff and hypocrisy can achieve a mastery of 
poker,” why, the Nazi is dead right.

Should Bad News Be Suppressed? 


Another round has been fought in the pro- 
longed battle over the question, . 
news from the war fronts be told to the public? 
This time, the fierce fighting on the Anzio beach- 
head in Italy has produced verbal clashes on the 
home front and among the Generals and corre- 
spondents at the scene, 

When rigid censorship was clamped down on 
news from the Anzio sector, it was explained 
that this was a step “to check unwarranted pes- 
simism.” Gen, Alexander said “rubbish” was be- 
ing written about the Allies’ position there, “An- 
noyance” was reported in Gen. Clark's command 
over some news reports, particularly those liken- 
ing the Anzio operation to Tobruk and Dun- 
kerque. Direct filing of dispatches over the 
Army radio was stopped for a time, with the 
result that hews was greatly delayed. 

The essential fact to remember in order to 
form a sound judgment on the: controversy is 
this: The position of our forces in the toe-hold 
area was acutely dangerous for a time, and is 
still by no meang secure, Thig was reported not 
only by correspondents at the front, but by high 
officials at home. ' 

Robert Patterson, Acting Secretary of War, 
said: “The enemy threat is not to be minimized.” 
President Roosevelt told his press conference 
of “a very tense situation and very heavy fight- 
ing” on the beachhead. Prime Minister Macken- 
zie King of Canada. said: “We are witnessing 
the possibility of terrible reverses in Italy that 
may prolong the war, not for days or months, 
but for years.” British spokesmen also took 
note of the grave situation. 

Yet, strange to say, the military commanders 
penalized the correspondents for alleged pes- 
simism, and thus penalized the home-front read- 
ers who depend on the correspondents for their 
news of the war. 

The commanders lined up on the negative side 
of the question, Should bad news be told to the 
public? This negative stand, which has often 
prevailed in Washington, has produced virtually 
all the clashes and protests over censorship sjnce 
the war began. 

Elmer Davis, head of OWI, feels that the pub- 
lic ig entitled to all news, good or bad, that can 
be released without helping the enemy. Cer- 
tainly, at a time when virtually every official 
warns against complacency and wishful thinking 
about a quick finish to the war, honesty as to 
setbacks would exercise a sobering effect on the 
Pollyannas. 

The winner in this latest censorship round 
has not been announced, but all the facts show 
that the would-be suppressors of unfavorable 
news do not deserve the decision.

Precedents As to “And/Or” 


Perhaps, Justices Roberts and Frankfurter, 
when they lambasted the tendency to disregard 
precedent, were thinking about that ancient and 
tricky phrase “and/or,” which has survived all 
these years despite adverse rulings by Judges 


and laymen alike, 


It was in November, 1934, that Federal Judge 
Davis of St. Louis declared “and/or” to be “useless 
modern langyage.” In December, 1935, John W. 
Davis condemned it as “a bastard sired by Indo- 
lence (or Ignorance) out of Dubiety.” Senator 
Carter Glass at about that time was busy cross- 
ing it out of every Senate document that came 
his way. And Justice Chester A. Fowler of the 
Wisconsin Supreme Court blasted the term as 
“that befuddling, nameless thing, that Janus- 
faced verbal monstrosity, the child of a brain of 
someone too lazy or too dull to know what he 
meant.” 

Year after year the campaign proceeded. Attor- 
ney General Kerner of Illinois took up arms 
against “and/or” in 1937, and Gov. Horner sent 
a special message to the Legislature on the sub- 
ject. In 1939, the Nebraska Supreme Court held 
a bond-issue election invalid because the mon- 
strosity appeared on the ballot. Returns from 
overseas came along in 1940, when a Judge in 
the London Chancery Court dismissed a case 
because “and/or” appeared in it, and ruled: “You 
could not tell what the man had sworn, and you 
could not have committed him for perjury.” 

All these rulings did no good whatsoever, for 
only a few days ago the term roused New York's 
Chief Magistrate, Henry H. Curran, to the point 
of vowing that “only over my dead body” would 
“and/or” enter a document. He added succinctly: 


It is neither reading, writing nor ’rith- 
metic. It is an indecisive, amorphous hybrid. 
It is the lowest form of phraseological fungus 
growth. It is a most hideous felony. It is 
a lot of other things. 


Rarely has a precedent been so disregarded as 
the many sound judicial pronouncements about 
“and/or.” If this is what Messrs. Roberts and 
Frankfurter were talking about, they were cor- 
rect,

Even before the transports bearing 
Roosevelt, Churchill, Chiang and their 
staffs reached Cairo, German agents in 
Turkey knew what was coming—and were 
already taking sure, time-tested measures 
to cushion the shock of the forthcoming 
talks on neutrals and small Axis nations. 


From Ankara, Lisbon, Stockholm, Bern, 
rumors flew. The United Nations, Berlin 
let it be known, had called an armistice 
parley... . Peace terms were being drawn 
up... . Warin Europe was virtually over. 
You saw the headlines: “Balkan Explo- 
sion Near” and “Turkey Mobilizes 2,000,- 
000” and “German Collapse Imminent,” etc. 


Straight from Turkey—-Germany’s most 
efficient rumor mill—came the _ wildest, 
weirdest, most incredibly credible tale of 
all, Borne by air from Ankara by one of 
Turkey’s foremost young woman intellec- 
tuals, friend and confidante of high Turk- 
ish statesmen, it reported that Allied ack- 
ack batteries between Bengasi and Suez 
had received orders to withhold fire against 
a certain German transport plane. : 


Course of a Wild Story 


The plane, it was first reported, was 
bearing to Cairo three (later versions had 
it four, or five, or more) high German staff 
officers who were coming direct from the 
Fuehrer’s headquarters. (Or they were 
coming from Berlin, from Prussia, from 
Austria, where dissatisfied army officers 
had planned a coup d’etat.) 


The officers were carrying Hitler’s armi- 
stice terms. (Or they would surrender un- 
conditionally on behalf of the German 
Army and its “ruling clique” which, as was 
generally known, already had seized the 
Nazi chieftains.) Von Papen would be re- 
called to Berlin to head a “government of 
capitulation.” Germany’s surrender, it was 
reported, was a matter of days, 

I heard the story first at an airdrome 
near the Persian Gulf. Then, with increas- 
ing frequency and in modified or amplified 
form, I heard it again at other points in 
Cairo. It buzzed all the way across North 
Africa and down the coast, jumped the 
South Atlantic, met me again in Brazil, in 
Puerto Rico; it was waiting for me at 
Miami and at LaGuardia Field, 


Originated by German Agent 


I have since learned that this story was 
planted by a German agent on the impres- 
sionable brother of the Turkish woman 
who was flying to Egypt. Cooked up and 
garnished by the DNB ace, Walther Brell 
(about whom more later), it was also ladled 
out in tantalizing doses to other Turks. 


The story, like all of its kind, was whis- 
pered in the glittering Taksim Casino, 
Istanbul’s gaudy after-dark restaurant, in 
the sleek Park Hotel, in the shabby old 
Tokatliyan and Pera Palace. It was placed 
aboard the Anatolia Express and rushed 
up to Ankara where it was put into swift 
circulation—first at Kdrpich’s,

taurant might well have been dreamed up 
for E. Phillips Oppenheim, Here, in the 
cream-and-gold dining room, beneath soft

Swallowed by High Official 


At Washington, I was asked in all seri- 
ousness by a very high official ip a Gov- 
ernment war job whether it did not seem 
to me that we could safely abandon lend- 
lease, reduce the “overhead” of so many 
huge airdromes in so many outlandish 
places and junk certain supply lines, now 
that the war was all but won. 


My answer was unprintable. But the 
man’s questions—and questions I’ve met 
since from lecture audiences, from other- 
wise competent newspaper men and editors 
—drove home with sickening certainty the 
realization that we Americans are still easy 
marks for enemy, propaganda. 


I have studied German propaganda at 
close range for a long time now. It is my 
honest conviction that many German diplo- 
mats and officers realize that Germany 
must lose the war, and that their propa- 
ganda is designed to make that loss as 
easy on Germany as possible. 


How? By playing us for suckers. By 
first lulling us into the belief that Ger- 
many is beaten and ready for peace at any 
price—then making the next six to il 
months so terrifyingly costly to us, in 
blood, in men, in pain, that we will de- 
mand a stop to it, at any price, 


That is their aim. And if we continue 
to believe their propaganda, it might work.

A Consistent Policy. 


From the beginning, the Soviets 
have consistently indicated that

Slovak Government, even signed 
a pact with it. But they let the 
world know, immediately after the 
signing, that the principal busi- 
ness before the Czechs was the 
formation of partisan groups for 
a fight to the death against the 
invader.

The change 
ig attributed to the mushroom 
growth of American naval and air 
strength during the last two years, 
tthe aggressive psychology of the 
United States fleet, a series of 
blunders committed by Japanese 
war chieftains and the rooted Jap- 
anese conception of sea power as 
an adjunct to ground forces. 

On Dec. 7, 1941, American resist- 
ance in Hawali was not only crip- 
pled but utterly paralyzed. During 
several days, until air reinforce- 
ments began arriving in mass, it 
is acknowledged that a landing 
party of 5000 Japanese soldiers 
could with ease have made them- 
selves masters of the archipelago. 
Many observers believe that Adm. 
Yamamoto, who let certain victory 
slip from his grasp by neglecting 
to follow through, died not in ac- 
tion, as Tokyo proclaimed, but by 
his own Hand, 

The second Japanese blunder 
was in sending a large-scale naval 
force against Midway in June, 
1942, when the island could have 
been neutralized from Wake, The 
American victory was the turn- 
ing point in the Pacific war. Ja- 
pan, among other vessels, lost four 
of its biggest aircraft carriers, 
and suffered a blow to its avia- 
tion which has not yet been re- 
paired. 

The third major blunder oc 
curred at Savo Island, in the fol- 
lowing August. Through a sur- 
prise. night attack, Japanese na- 
val forces sank four Allied cruis- 
ers, At the enemy’s mercy, only 
25 miles away, lay American troop 
transports for the invasion at 
Guadalcanal. But the Japanese 
ships for some reason neglected 
to follow through, and fled awa

HARD BLOWS DEALT 
BOTH ENDS OF AXIS

USSIAN and Allied hammers 
R are beating at both ends of 

the staggering German-Japa- 
hese Axis this February week end 
in strident confirmation of fore- 
casts that 1944 will see the crisis 
reached in Europe and possibly in 
the Pacific. 


Everywhere the evidence of mas- 
sive Allied power by land, sea and 
air dominates the war news. And 
everywhere the clear signs of 
dwindling German or Japanese 
resources in men, ships and planes 
to meet that ponderous and grow- 
ing threat are just as plain. 

In Italy, British-American vic- 
tory in the second round of the 
battle of Rome apparently was be- 
ing clinched on the Anzio beach- 
head. 

The bombs of Allied air power 
that overwhelmingly dominated 
the Italian skies and the roaring 
guns of Allied ship and shore bat- 
teries were overcoming Nazi ad- 
vantages in position and short in- 
terior communication lines. This 
indicated that collapse of the 
enemy front across the narrow 
peninsula would not be greatly de- 
layed, bitter as the fighting is. 


\Across the Pacific the Truk 
nerve center of Japanese insular 
outposts guarding the roads to the 
Chinese Sea, the Philippines and 
Tokyo itself had been brought un- 
der American fire. 

What Prime Minister Churchill 
long ago predicted, the supreme 
challerige of American sea power, 
confronted Japan in waters it has 
controlled nearly 30 years in 
treacherous defiance of its peace- 
ful pledges. 7 

The Pearl Harbor tables have 
been returned on Japan in a 
surprise American attack. 

It was in Russia, however, that 
the battle reached its most critical 
stage for the foe. The whole Ger- 
man northern flank began toppling 
with surrender of the Staraya 
Russa bastion. A forced Nazi re- 
treat from the Lovat to match 
the disastrous fight under Red 
Army mass attacks from Lenin- 
grad and the Volkhovy was in 
process. 

The Pskov gateway just south 
of the Peipus Lake chain along 
the Russian-Estonian border, the 
only escape hatch westward for 
German troops manning the fall- 
ing Lovat line, was in grave peril 
of being closed behind him.

On Legislative Reforms but 
Acts to Close Some of ‘Rat Holes’

TRIKING improvements in the constitutional provisions govern- 
ing the conduct of the Legislature, long in disrepute because of its 
self-made rules designed to hinder progressive legislation and place 


legislative proceedings under the control of the sharp-practice, lobby- 
controlled members, are well on their way to accomplishment in the 


Constitutional Convention. 


The Committee on the Legisla- 
tive Department, headed by former 
State Senator George D. Clayton 
Jr. of Hannibal, of wide experience 
in the legislative matters, has 
reached a tentative agreement on 
many restrictions on legislative 
freedom of action. The committee 
is not going the whole way in re- 
form of legislative procedure, but 
is prepared to make recommenda- 
tions blocking the most generally 
used rat holes. 

While the committee rejected 
the proposal of Delegate Stratford 
Lee Morton of St. Louis for a uni- 
camera! legislature, the fight Mor- 
ton made for that has had a pow- 
erful influence on the delegates 
toward making the  bi-cameral 
Legislature more efficient and 
more responsive to the public will. 

The principal omission in the 
reform program to be recommend- 
ed for inclusion in the proposed 
new Constitution seemingly will 
be a failure to revise the inequit- 
able legislative apportionment plan 
in the present Constitution. 


While the committee so far has 
taken no action on apportionment, 
a sub-committee headed by former 
State Senator L. N. Searcy of 
Eminence, is about ready to sub- 
mit a report advocating a reten- 
tion of the present system, under 
which the larger cities and larger 
centers of population are denied 
equal representation with the 
country districts.

It reduced the size of legislative 
committees, which in the past 
have been so large that they could 
not operate efficiently even when 
they tried. With large committee 
personnel legislators were on too 
many committees to attend their 
duties properly and frequently it 
was impossible to obtain quorums. 
It is now proposed that no Senate 
committee shall have more than 
seven members, no House c it- 
tee more than 15, and that no 
member of either body shall be a 
member of more than three com- 
mittees, 

Changes May Be Made. 

There are many other minor 
improvements proposed in: the 
draft of the legislative article. It 
is possible that some changes will 
be made before the article is re- 
ported to the convention for its 
action, but in important details it 
probably will go to the convention 
unchanged. — 


In addition to recommendations 


for improving legislative proce- 
dure, the committee also has ap- 
proved provisions to provide con- 
stitutional authority for appropri- 


sentatives, and to the type of 
legislators usually sent by St. 
Louis and Kansas City. An argu- 
ment has been that to increase 
the number of city representatives 
s0 long as the cities make no sus- 


tained attempt to improve their 
type of representation, would be 


detrimental to the interests of the 
state. While there undoubtedly is 
merit in the argument, it still does 
not meet the question of inequity 
of representation. 

The wisdom of the committee's 
rejection of proposals by Dele- 
gates Morton, Ethan A. H. Shepley 
of St. Louis and Meredith Garten 
of Pierce City to require that ad- 
vance notice be given of public 
_ hearings before legislative commit- 
tees, may be questioned, but in 
view of the many meritorious deci- 
sions of this convention commit- 
tee, this omission may be consid- 
ered as not of major importance. 


There is no question that adop- 
tion by the convention of the 
‘recommendations of the commit- 
tee will make the lot of the spe- 
cial interest lobbyist, working 
through his controlled scheming 
and obstructionist legislator, a 
hard one. They are designed to 


take legislation out of the dark- 
lantern secret committee rooms) 
and bring it into the open for pub- 
lic scrutiny. 

This, it is expected, will be ac- 
complished through constitutional 
provisions requiring that all bills 
must be reported by committees 
within 30 days after the last day 
for introduction of bills, which 
‘would be by the ninetieth day of 
the session, requiring that a pub- | 
lic record vote be kept of commit- 
tee actions on bills, and that this 
vote be reported to the legislature 
when the bills are returned. 


Ends Old Abuse. 

The provision requiring a re- 
port at a definite time will pre- 
vent committee chairmen, what- 
ever the motive, from killing leg- 
islation by refusing to report out 
bills or refusing to call meetings 
of their committees to act on 
bills. If a bill is not reported by 
the ninetieth day of the session, 
it will be automatically before the 
Legislature for action. - 

The anti-secrecy section could 
be stronger than it is now framed 
under the committee’s tentative 
agreement, and undoubtedly ef- 
forts will be made on the floor to 
make it stronger. 

As now drawn, the section mere- 
ly requires that a record vote be 
kept of the action on bills and 
that this vote be reported to the 
Legislature with the bill. Under 
it the committee vote would final- 
ly become public, but there is no 
requirement that this record be a 
public record at all times. Also 
there is no requirement that a 
public record vote be kept of com- 
mittee action on amendments to 
bills. 

An amendment can, and fre- 
quently does, kill a bill. It is 
true that amendments adopted by 
committees are acted upon on: the 
floor of the Legislature, but usual- 
ly a committee recommendation 
carries great weight. Undoubted- 
ly it would be conducive to better 
legislation to have a constitutional 
requirement that all votes in com- 
mittees be made a public record, 
available at all times to the public. 


On Public Hearings. 

Morton and Garten advocated 
the adoption of a provision to re- 
quire that all committee meetings 
be open to the public. Even the 
supporters of this proposal agreed 
there was some merit in the argu- 
ment against it, that committee 
work in a large measure consisted 
of around-the-table discussion of 
details of bills and that this could 
not be done efficiently in the 
presence of an audience. 

In addition to these highly desir- 


able provisions, the committee 


d 


ations for direct relief, aid to de- 
pendent children, aid to crippled 
children and for “rehabilitation of 
persons,” the latter to place the 
state in a position to participate 
in personal rehabilitation work 
for returned soldiers after the war 
ends.

Besides checking the black mar- 
ket, one of the Treasury’s func- 
tions in the present liquor crisis 
is to prevent mislabeling of law- 
ful whisky and gin that deceives 
the customer. The Alcohol Tax 
Unit has a well-equipped labora- 
tory in which suspicious liquors 
are tested. Action was taken re- 
cently against the so-called gins 
being imported from Cuba. Im- 
porters were required to hold their 
stocks in bond,. before labeling, 
until the Tax Unit could make 
tests. 

Likewise certain so-called whis- 
kies born out of the acute shortage 
have been scrutinized. If the pro- 
portion of cane neutral spirits to 
distilled whisky is too great, the 
Treasury has ruled that the whis- 
ky label—or even the “whisky 
blend” label—may not be pasted 
on the bottle. There is no desire 
to be arbitrary about this, consid- 
ering the cumulative drouth, but 
Treasury experts are making 
strenuous efforts to prevent the 
average consumer, who doesn’t 
bother to read the fine print on 
the whisky label, from being too 
badly gypped. 

Elmer L. Irey, co-ordinator of 
Treasury enforcement agencies 
and, as former head of the intelli- 
gence unit, the scourge of big- 
time racketeers and lawbreakers, 
reported to Secretary Morgenthau 
recently that the drive to dry up 
black market liquor had already 
had a salutary effect and that nu- 
merous investigations nearing the 
stage of court action should serve 
further to curb the traffic. In- 
dictments of major offenders have 
been obtained in Kansas City, Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Cleveland, Balti- 
more, New York and Philadelphia. 
Investigations in St. Louis have 
resulted in several arrests,

bootleggers to jail on income tax 
charges when all other laws had 
failed, says that in some instances 
the old prohibition mob is show- 
ing up in the black market of to- 
day.

CHARITIES FUND DISTRIBUTION 
PLAN FOR HOSPITALS REVISED 


A new plan for distributing 
funds to member hospitals of 
United Charities was annoynced 
yesterday by George Oliver Car- 
penter, president of United Chari- 
ties. Instead of receiving an allo- 
cation based on an estimated cost 
for free hospital care under the 
old plan, each hospital will now 
receive funds for free service 
after surplus funds at the hospi- 
tal have been exhausted. 

The hospital must certify. that 
the patient for whose care pay- 
ment is requested is unable to pay 
or that he is able to pay only the 
partial fee charged, Carpenter 
said, The maximum rate of pay- 
ment for free service has been set 
at $4.60 per patient per day.

But if we can com- 
bine sound nationalism with sound 
internationalism, we can establish 
a unified American foreign policy 
providing the maximym of effec- 
tiveness d the maximum of ac- 
ceptability. ... 

“To the American nation, unity 
is even more important after the 
war than during the war... . 
The only way to maintain that 


unity long enough to win the 
peace is by establishing a positive | 
ideal wherein both nationalists 
and internationalists will have an 
equally vital stake. ‘The nation- 
alists may scoff at the pound-fool- 
ishness of thé internationalists’ 
proposed system of collective de- 
fense, but they will be paid off in 
the national coin of the American 
strategic zone and safeguards of 
the national sovereignty. The in- 
ternationalists may scorn the 
penny-wiseness of the nationalists, 
but they will be paid off in the in- 
ternational coin of world order 
that makes sense.” 

The “great dilemma” was the 
contradiction between the necessi- 
ty of disarming aH the states, as 
far as heavy weapons were con-~- 
cerned, and the impossibility that 
the leading states .would consent 
to such disarmament. 


MEAIGO GITY AIRPORT 
BEING TREBLED IN SIZE 


$2,500,000 Program to Make 
It as Large as La Guardia 
Field. 


By JACK STARR-HUNT

MEXICO, D. F., Feb. 19.—Work 
has begun on a project to treble 
the size of Mexico City’s civilian 
airport in anticipation of a post- 
war aviation boom, Communica- 
tions Ministry officials said the 
enlarged field will be similar in 
size to LaGuardia Field in New 
York, with five principal runways, 
8200 by 130 feet; ‘250,000 square 
meters of hangar space, and a sta- 


tion with a 1640-root front accom- 
modating 22 planes simultaneously 
and permitting 5000 to be moved 
hourly, 

The $2,500,000 project is to be 
completed within 18 months. 

Mexico’s aviation-minded Secre- 
tary of Communications, Gen. 
Maximino Avila Camacho, says 
flying has reached the _ stage 
where the present airport cannot 
accommodate it. Passengers trans- 
ported by civilian planes increased 
from 171 in 1924 to 183,704 in 1942, 
and totaled nearly 250,000 last 
year. Number of flights increased 
from 14,688 in 1932 to 51,545 in 
1942 and approximately 75,000 last 
year. 

There are nearly 35,000 miles of 
air routes operating daily in the 
republic and new routes are 
scheduled to open. Several Mexi- 
can and three American (Ameri- 
can, Pan-American and United) 
air lines have routes now, and 
Braniff has authorization to en- 
ter the field. 

Aviation interests are awaiting 
hearings on “Caribbean routes” to 
be held in Washington after 
March 15. The scramble for new 
routes to Mexico involves not only 
the capital but also Merida, a 
Caribbean port handy for hopping 
off to Cuba, the United States, 
Central and South America or the 
rest of Mexico.

Abolishing 
nationalism is like trying to abol- 
ish love. We can abolish love only 
by abolishing women. And we 
shall abolish nationalism only 
when we abolish nations. I sought 
to distill from the poisons of na- 
tionalism the antidote for war.” 

There is a brilliant chapter on 
Russia. Never before in history, 
Culbertson writes, have two na- 
tions of such divergent cultures 
been so much alike as the United 


States. and Russia. Except for 
their different ideologies, there is 
not a single point of possible fric- 
tion between them, Each is con- 
ducting a great experiment in gov- 
ernment. Each is entitled to carry 
on its experiment undisturbed by 
other states, 

“While we Americans,” he con- 
cludes, “should support the great 
Communist laboratory in Russia, 
and not try to destroy it, the Rus- 
sian Communists should also seek 
to preserve the great American 
laboratory in the United States, 
and not try to undermine it. This 
is the only solution when an ideo- 
logical conflict exists between 
two sovereign, non-aggressor 
states. For one country to sabotage 
a social experiment of another 
would be as barbaric as for Har- 
vard scientists to bomb a Prince- 
ton laboratory because they were 
both working on the same prob- 
lem but from different hypothe- 
ses.’

in Washington -

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19. 

HERE appears little chance 
that the armed forces will 
reach their July 1 goal of 11,- 
300,000. One big reason: Reluc- 
tance of local boards to take pre- 
war fathers. 
Local boards are finding barrel- 
bottom scraping is a tough job, 
complicated as it is by requests 
for deferment followed up by ap- 
peals, and official selective service 
instructions for leniency in grant- 
ing occupational deferment to 
fathers. 

The effect of this week’s action 
toward drafting farm workers who 
don’t contribute a minimum share 
of production depends, again, on 
how ,vigorously local boards fol- 
low the policy laid down by na- 
tional headquarters. No attack is 
expected on the Tydings amend- 
ment to selective service law un- 
der which about 1,700,000 men 
have been deferred for farm work. 


Two for One: Although the

TWO VIEWS OF SONO OSATO, 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19. 


ER mother is American born of 
H French-Irish parentage, her father is 

Japanese and her husband is a 
naturalized French Moroccan Jew. Put 
them all together and they spell Sono 
Osato, the most attractive babe to dance 
across a Broadway stage since the pre- 
Hollywood days of Vera Zorina. If the 
backers of “One Touch of Venus” decide 
to bill her as an “international danseuse” 
they will be telling the truth in any lan- 
guage. 

In these days of necessarily aroused 
opinion against the enemy, it is no wonder 
that many unforewarned members of the 
audience note with an uncomfortable start 
the unmistakably Japanese name identify- 
ing the “premiere danseuse” in the cast 
of characters. Frequently there is an 
almost breathless hush before her first 
entrance in act one, as if some sort of an 
unholy apparition was about to materialize. 

But grace and beauty mean the same 
in all languages. On opening night, Miss 
Osato stopped the show, not a common 
accomplishment for a ballerina in a musical 
comedy, and she has been doing it at 
every performance since. 
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In deference to tradition, reference 
Should be made to Sono’s mystic Oriental 
charm and doll-like beauty. As a matter 
of fact she has the physique of any athletic 
American girl. Without make-up she looks 
no more like an Oriental than John L. 
Lewis resembles a French poodle dog, and 
on second thought, even less. She has a 
pair of black eyes large and liquid enough 
to use as swimming pools, but it takes an 
eyebrow pencil to create the illusion of a 
slant to support her history of mixed 
ancestry. 

Now if you happen to be of Japanese- 
French-Irish extraction, don’t get the silly 
idea that if you grow up to be pretty and 
graceful you can see Arthur Murray, learn 
dancing in a hurry, and jump right into a 
$300-a-week engagement in a New York 
smash hit. 
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It took 14 years of hard work for Sono 
to make the grade and then her triumph 
came only after she had married and 
retired in discouragement from the theater, 
too tired at 24 to continue the seemingly 
hopeless grind of recognition.

marking the beginning of a 10-year period 
of artistic drudgery that left her less than 
a year ago disillusioned and cynical. 

Not many months after retirement and 
marriage, settled, she thought, to domes- 
ticity for once and all, her husband’s health 
failed and he received a medical discharge 
from the Army, Finances being as they 
were, she wrote her old friend, Agnes de 
Mille, apply for a part in the new musical, 
“One Touch of Venus,” for which Miss de 
Mille was creating the dances. The choreo- 
grapher snapped her up and Miss Osato, 
little knowing it then, was converted from 
brokén-down ballerina to Broadway prin- 


cess. 
, 

As to her parents, Shoji Osato, resident 
of the United States since 1909, was 
Omaha's most fashionable photographer. 
He met Miss Frances Fitzpatrick, beautiful 
daughter of the late Francis W. Fitz- 
patrick, widely known architect, when he 
photographer her for the society section of 
an Omaha newspaper. Their marriage, an 
elopement, followed shortly thereafter. 

There is no evidence that they became 
social outcasts, but it is true that Osato’s 
formerly prosperous business declined and 
the pair with the growing family, first 
Sono, then a sister, Teru, then Mitsuru, 
lived more and more within themselves. 
Incidentally, Teru recently announced her 
engagement to an lIowa-born Annapolis 
graduate and Mitsuru (Timmy, for short) 
is a corporal in the United States Army. 

An any rate, conditions being as they 
were, the family traveled widely in the 
United States and Europe and were visit- 
ing in Tokio at the time of the Japanese 
earthquake from which all escaped but 
were separated for six months until re- 
union in Chicago after Osato and ‘Teru had 
been given up for dead. 
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It is clear that Sono was something of 
a cosmopolite even before joining the 
Ballet Russe at the age of 14. For the 
next six years, she visited almost every 
city of size in the United States and Eu- 
rope with the troupe. 

“There ig very little glamour attached 
to it after the novelty wears off,” Miss 
Osato said. “It is practice, practice, prac- 
tice, and performance after performance. 
Sleeping in trains or makeshift hotel 
rooms, living out of suitcases and eating, 
when we had the opportunity, on the fly.” 

After six years of this dreary routine, 
she decided she had gone as far as she 
would go with the Ballet Russe and re- 


. turned to New York where she signed 


with the Ballet Theater, finding after a 
time things no better and no, worse than 
when with the Ballet Russe. 

By this time she was classified as a 
soloist, dancing principal parts, but the 
goal of premiere ballerina seemed remote. 
In all these years her weekly pay was 
never more than $60 a week. 

The final.blow fell when, shortly after 
Pearl Harbor, the manager suggested that 
Sono Osato change her name, 

“T have never thought of myself as any- 
thing but an American, and neither have 
my friends or acquaintances,” Miss Osato 
said, “and the request came as an insulting 
shock to me. Naturally, I declined. A 
few days later my name was removed 
from the publicly posted lists of soloists.” 

About a year ago, with no improvement 
in the situation, Sono decided that the 
game wasn’t worth the candle. It was 
difficult to turn her back on nearly 14 
years of hard work and ambition, but 
finally she resolved that it was all over. 
She walked out of the Ballet Theater 
deeply hurt, sadly disappointed, and a little 
bitter at the thought that this phase of 
her life had ended so ignominously, 
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Then came marriage and a revival of 
pride and spirit. Prompted by strained 
finances after discharge from the Army of 
her husband, Victor El Maleh, she was 
inspired to write the lucky letter to Miss 
do Mille and was almost frightened into 
refusal when her proposal was accepted. 

Despite the plaudits of audiences, she is 
still timid when it is time for her solo, 
recalling one unhappy experience in the 
Ballet Theater when one of her shoes flew 
in the wings as she did a high kick. 

Thus far in her Broadway career she 
has had only one unhappy experience. It 
came at a time she had hoped most 
heartily to be effective, 

Greta Garbo was in the first row ready 
to pass judgment with professional eye. 
Everything went splendidly until the mid- 
dle of the solo when the shoulder strap 
of Miss Osato’s flimsy costume broke and 
she was forced to finish the dance with 
one hand, in a manner of speaking, tied 
behind her back,

Miss Osato is politically conscious to a 
marked degree and at this time is actively 
engaged with others of the stage in cam- 
paigning in behalf of legislation assuring 
service men of a vote at coming national 
elections. 

Recently she visited Washington, D. C., 
her mother’s birthplace, with a delegation 
to petition members of Congress for favor- 
able action on this issue.

Eyebrow Care

VEN though the “natural” type is now popular in eye- 
EF brows, most girls have to do more or less tailoring and 

shaping of the brow line. 

The eyebrows should follow the curved line of the bony 
margin of the eye socket. This will give your eyebrow a line 
which suits your face. Don’t ever shape your eyebrows into @ 
style that is not becoming to you. Study your face—find the 
natural lines that give your face interest and character. 

If you have plucked out practically all of your eyebrows, so 
that your face has a blank look, let them grow in again (as 
many girls have done) and see if your eyes don’t have more 
sparkle and your whole face doesn’t look prettier. 
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IN GENERAL, THE EYEBROWS should not be thinned 
much more than their natural thickness. Stray hairs 
above and below the line as well as between the eyes give an 
untidy, shaggy appearance and may be removed. 

Before tweezing the brows, clean the skin with soap and 
water. Don’t pull out hairs too close together at one sitting. 
After tweezing, apply an antiseptic such as alcohol, being 
careful not to get any into the eyes. Don’t ever shave the 
eyebrows or use depilatories on them, 

Touching the eyebrows and lashes with a little vaseline 
makes them appear glossy and somewhat darker, removes 
powder and other dust, and prevents breaking off of the lashes.

spot where Ratoff was regard- 
ing the set. 

“Here, Gregory,” he beamed,

Ratoff whirled around and 
regarded the writer whom he 
had met before. 

“Yas, yas,” he nodded. “And 
syndicated, too.” 

Ratoff enjoys telling jokes 
on himself. He relates an ex- 
perience that happened to him 
during his first trip to the 
United States. He only knew 
the English for one dish, ham 
and eggs. After several weeks 
this diet became monotonous. 
Then a friend introduced him 
to a delicacy known as a ham 
sandwich. 

Ratoff liked that. He deter- 
mined to commit the name to 
memory for his next solo ap- 
pearance in an American res- 
taurant. That night he barged 
into a hotel dining room and, 
calling a waiter, ordered a ham 
sandwich. 

“How would you like it, sir,” 
said the waiter, “on whole 
wheat or white?” 

Ratoff was stopped cold. He 
didn’t know the answer. 

“Ham and eggs,” he an- 
nounced in a voice barely audi- 
ble above the din of dfhes, 
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Ratoff, who has his serious 
side, as his professional suc- 
cess has proved, undertook the 
direction of “Russia” with the 
conviction that Russia loves 
America. He himself values 
friendship highly and is proud 
of the fact that having once 
made a friend he never has 
lost one.

Songs He Sings May 
Elect Him Governor

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 19. 
FORMER college professor, 
who was persuaded to go into 
politics and whose reputation 

is based mainly on his ability to 
compose and sing popular songs, 
many of them the hillbilly variety, 
very likely will be Louisiana’s next 
Governor. Many strange charac- 
ters have left their imprint on 
this Southern State’s political his- 
tory, so it is surprising that few 
people were particularly impressed 
when James H. Davis, composer 
of Winston Churchill’s favorite 
tune, “You Are My Sunshine,” an- 
nounced his candidacy for Gover- 
nor. 

Today, Davis, running unoffi- 
cially as the successor to the re- 
form government that mangled 
the Huey Long machine four years 
ago, is conducting a second Demo- 
cratic primary campaign after 
leading the machine candidate in 
the first primary by a plurality 
of 35,000 votes. 

Davis’ musical talents no doubt 
contributed much to his vote-get- 
ting ability. He fooled political 
experts who recognized that Lou- 
isana voters are unpredictable, but 
were convinced that the hide- 
bound Democrats of the ‘State 
were too conservative to elect a 
singer to the governorship. 

Davis, whose name appears on 
scores of popular recordings with 
his own country band, thought dif- 
ferently, however, and during the 
first primary sang his way through 
300 meetings throughout the State. 

“IT am accused of being a back- 
woods, hillbilly, yodeling singer,” 
he said at his rallies. “I admit I 
love music and always will, and 
I’m not going to let a political 
campaign stop me.” 

Many of his opponents—there 
were seven in the first primary— 


interpreted this oft-repeated state- . 


ment as meaning that Davis was 
using the Governor’s race and 
would use the governorship, if 
elected, toward improving his 
standing in Hollywood, where he 
had already made several shorts. 
If this is his intention, he has yet 
to deny it, for the slender, good- 
looking six-footer from Shreveport 
in North Louisiana has made it a 
point not to inject personalities in 
his campaign. He never mentions 
his opponents’ names, ignores 
their attacks and is to all intents 
and purposes ignorant of what 
they say on the stump. 
+: we ose 

T ated his opponents, some of 

whom are masters in the art 
of mudslinging, Louisiana style— 
an art which requires counter- 
attack in like manner. Disregard- 
ing the jibes directed against him 
and recognizing that his music 
hobby set him apart from other 
politicians in the race, Davis went 
right on singing. He often says 
that “when folks are singing, they 
aren’t fighting,” and is convinced, 
judging from his campaign talks, 
that if Hitler and Hirohito had 
spent a little more time singing 
folk songs they would not have 
started all the fuss they did. 

With six candidates eliminated 
in the gubernatorial race in the 
first primary, Davis has as his 
opponent in the runoff one Lewis 
L. Morgan, a 67-year-old small- 
town attorney, who has the back- 
ing of the remnants of the Huey 
Long machine and the Old Regu- 
lar Organization in New Orleans. 
The latter is controlled by,Mayor 
Robert S. Maestri, a Long hench- 
man and the successor to the ma- 
chine chieftainship after several 
other candidates were carted off 
o Federal and State peniten- 

aries in the so-called “Louisiana 
Scandals” four years ago. 

At present, the machine is dissi- 
pating its strength in an internal 
squabble caused by efforts of Earl 
K. Long, brother of the late King- 
fish and a candidate on the Mor- 
gan ticket for Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, to have Morgan withdraw 
from the second primary. Since 
Long received a plurality in the 
first primary over the Davis can- 
didate, such action by Morgan 
would automatically make him

Democratic nominee—tantamount 


in Louisiana to election. 

Davis was virtually an unknown 
in Louisiana politics before the 
present campaign, ‘except for 
some sectional politicking in 
North Louisiana. He was not gen- 
erally taken seriously when -he 
threw his cowboy band into the 
ring last fall. He was first .rec- 
ognized as a serious candidate 
when it became apparent that he 
had the backing of the adminis- 
tration of Gov. Sam Jones, the 
reform candidate who was swept 
into office four years ago. Word 
of his prowess in attracting 
crowds soon reached New Or- 
leans, but just how dangerous a 
candidate he was was not realized 
by the city machine until the 
singer made his first appearance 
in the Louisiana metropolis. 


Davis, accompanied by his 
seven-piece, cowboy-garbed “fa- 


mous recording band,” made his 
first appeal to New Orleans voters 
in the Fifth, Sixth and Seventh 
Wards, a machine stronghold. 

“I’ve never seen a political 
meeting quite as enthusiastic as 
that one since the days of Huey 
Long,” a veteran newsman said 
afterwards.. “That crowd went 
completely nuts.”

is he a demagogue. His address 
was a nice little talk which prom- 
ised harmony in the State’s po- 
litical affairs and which gave as- 
surance that he was not mad at 
anyone.

At first skeptical about such an 
unorthodox political meeting, the 
audience before long was whis- 
tling, stamping feet and yelling 
for more. Political opponents who 
mingled in the crowd to witness 
its reaction to the Davis brand of 
campaigning agreed that the peo- 
ple liked the music, but consoled 
themselves that they could not 
vote for a hillbilly band leader for 
governor. 

“He'll draw the crowds; 
get the votes,” they said. 

Wishfully, or otherwise, his op- 
ponents in the machine ring: and 
the six other independent can- 
didates for governor, some of 
them closely allied with the Huey 
Long faction, were overlooking his 
appeal in the country parishes 
where he performed before some 
of the largest political gatherings 
in the state’s history. The big 
night meetihgs in the country 
towns frequently developed into 
community dances after the po- 
litical business was concluded. 

Such tactics, especially in the 
fun loving, French speaking sec- 
tions of South Louisiana, paid big 
dividends.

There was no 
doubt that they liked these sing- 
ing, dancing political meetings and 
they liked the man who made 
them possible.

Much of Morrison’s 
music was devoted to songs ap- 
pealing to the people to vote for 
Morrison. As such, it didn’t give 
Davis’ straight music much com- 
petition.

Oft the Records

ATCH 


HE popularity’ of Cesar 

Franck’s D Minor Symphony 

and the relative obscurity into 
which the Chausson Symphony in 
B Fiat Major has fallen is one 
of those musical mysteries which 
cannot be explained on rational 
grounds. Chausson was a pupil of 
Franck and his symphony shows 
some of the effects of that as- 
sociation. Chausson uses the cycli- 
cal principle but not quite so obvi- 
ously as his master and the spirit 
of his expression is elevated and 
refined. But Franck’s rather un- 
healthy religiosity has a much 
stronger parallel in the Chausson 
symphony which is religious in a 
very catholic sense. It is alse 
a bit melancholy, whereas Franck 
offers an opposition of neurotic 
introspection and pompous opti- 
mism. 

One might go farther and say 
that Chausson has assimilated his 
material more thoroughly but no 
more comparisons are necessary 
since the Chausson symphony is 
the work under consideration. The 
occasion for these remarks is the 
publication of the latter symphony 
in recorded form. It was record- 
ed by the Chicago Symphony Or- 
chestra and the album is pre- 
sented as a memorial to the late 
Frederick Stock who conducted 
the performance. (Victor four 
records). 

There are many things to ad- 
mire in this symphony for Chaus- 
son’s sensitive spirit was matched 
by his technical proficiency, so 
that his material is presented with 
an appropriateness of color and 
texture. The development is logical 
and the continuity of interest is 
maintained without resort to false 
excitement or trickery of any 
kind. The recording is unusually 
good. Mr. Stock’s interpretation 
has a sustained loftiness of feeling. 
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DEBUSSY: Gigues and Rondes 
des Printemps. 

These two works are parts of 
the “Images” triptych, the other 
being the “Iberia” suite which Mr. 
Golschmann and the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra have played 
so effectively on several occasions. 

There is a reason for preferring 
the “Iberia” to its two compan- 
jon pieces. The former has an 
atmospheric magic which is un- 
equaled in the impressionistic lit- 
erature, if not in the whole history 
of music. Yet the Gigues and the 
Rondes des Printemps are won- 
derful examples of the mature 
Debussy, full of life, motion and 
brilliant coloring. There is no good 
reason why they shouldn’t be 
played as often as “La Mer.” 

The recording is by the San 
Francisco Orchestra under the di- 
rection of Pierre Monteux (Victor, 
two records). The brilliance of 
the scoring is always in evidence 
and Mr. Monteux imparts a danc- 
ing volatility to the rhythms. The 
quality of the orchestra, however, 
is a little hard. This may be a re- 
sult of the processing. 
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BEETHOVEN: Jena Symphony, 

This column I paying its tardy 
respects to this recording for the 
reason that it has just been re- 
ceived. This symphony was dis- 
covered by Dr. Fritz Stein in the 
archives of the Academic Concerts 
at Jena in 1909. It was in manu- 
script form and Dr. Stein’s reason 
for attributing the work to Bee- 
thoven, aside from the very doubt- 
ful internal evidence, was that 
two of the sheets bore the mas- 
ter’s name. This would be strong 
contributing evidence if the music 
itself supported the case more 
strongly, but as such is not the 
case most musicians reject the 
possibility of its being the work 
of Beethoven. 

First of all the scoring is naive. 
It has none of the structural 
strength that was evident even in 
Beethoven's earliest works and it 
is wholly lacking in that expan- 
sive and explosive energy which 
was Beethoven’s special character- 
istic.

_ THE CHIEF QUALITY of the 
Jena Symphony is a sort of diluted 
charm. Beethoven's charm, in the 
rare cases where it was made evi- 
dent, was that of a warrior in a 
moment of relaxation and it never 
had any of that studied prettiness 
which one finds in the thematic 
material of the Jena symphony. 

If one of the members of 
Haydn’s court orchestra had writ- 
ten the piece, it might have ex- 
cited admiration as a subtle form 
of flattery. Actually the music 
sounds more like discarded or imi- 
tation Haydn than anything else. 
The Minuet, in particular, is one 
of those hearty, down-to-earth 
country dances which Haydn used 
so often but with more expertness 
and imagination. The recording 
is excellent and the performance 
by Werner Janssen and the Jans- 
sen Symphony Orchestra of Los 
Angeles is competent. (Victor, 
three records). : 
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WALT WHITMAN; Leaves of 
Grass. ‘ 

This is an album of poetic ex- 
cerpts recited by Ralph Bellamy, 
the actor. It is not a musical 
item but there is a certain appro- 
priateness in having it in a mu- 
sical column. Whitman’s rolling 
syllables frequently achieve a 
wholly symphonic effect for the 
reason that he uses the eloquence 
of sound to enrich and extend the 
literal meanings of his words.

Katherine DunhamFight 


For a New Dance Form 
By Jack Balch

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Feb. 19. 

NE of the *nicest compliments ever paid Katherine Dun- 
(==. the dancer, who will bring her “Tropical Revue” to 
the American Theater in St. Louis this week beginning 
Monday, was handed her by a 10-year-old boy in San Fran- 
cisco, The kid was having a birthday. 
When his mother asked him what 
he’d like most for a present, he 
pointed to a picture in the drama 
section of a Frisco newspaper of the 
company of lithe, fawn-faced and 


golden-brown bodied dancers of which | 


Katherine Dunham is choreographer 
and organizer and said “Take me to 
see them.” The incident came to 
Miss Dunham’s attention when, ap- 
pearing for her initial number, she 


saw the kid, with about a dozen of 


his pals, starry-eyed and candy-gob- 
bling, in a line in the front row center

their first night in the theater. Their . 


receptivity, innocent and in the spirit in which the dances were 
offered, was such that it made the occasion as memorable for 
me as for them.”

THE WAY the boy’s compliment came into the conversation 
was via a discussion of how the public, the civic authorities and 
the critics have reacted to the photogenic and brainy young 
dancer (she has a Bachelor of Arts degree, is an authority on 
anthropology who has explained the scientific significance of 
A grind in such journals as Esquiree Magazine, and will shortly 


appear as author of a mystery novel) since she first came up . 


out of a Rosenwald Foundation-sponsored research several years 
ago in the West Indies—“via Chicago” 
the practitioner and champion of a new American dance. form. 
AS you will see for yourself in St, Louis, her work is not an 
ea#sily-catalogued thing that you can like or dislike and then go 
out into the lobby for a smoke and forget about. Listen to the 
names of some of the Dunham numbers, “Choro, a nineteenth 
céntury Brazilian quadrille,” “Callate—sh, be quiet,” “Bahania, a 
Brazilian song,” “Tropics—shore excursion,”, “Barrel House,” 
“Rara Tonga—a folk tale . . . The Chosen Woman, The God, 
The Jealous Husband,” “Male Puberty Ritual,” “The Fertility 
Ritual,” and there are others, 
K “> 

IN BOSTON THE CENSOR banned one of her numbers for 
“obscenity.” I won’t tell you which one. See if you can guess 
which one when you see the show in St. Louis. Dunham, who's 
a serious student and choreographer whose dances are rooted 
in the thousand-year-old material she brought back with her 
from the West Indies on that Rosenwald trip, couldn’t take the 
obscenity business lying down, She had her orchestra play the 
overture to that banned number. Then she had the curtain go 
up.. There; frozen in still poses, stood the dancers who would 
have appeared in that number. Then she had the curtain ring 
down. Now she stepped to the footlights fronting the audience. 
“You have just seen the setting of the dance which you, adult 
members of the theater community, are not going to be allowed 
to see by the guardians of your morals.” Then she went on with 
the rest of the show. The show, which has other dances like 
the one that was barred, was a “smash hit,” and the people who 
liked it or didn’t like it went out into the lobby to argue the 
censor’s case pro and con. 

“But that little boy in San Francisco, with his unspoiled 
child’s sense of what’s fresh, colorful, vital and innocently pre- 
sented, got the real drift completely,” the dancer told me. “Nor 
did his mother think he’d been corrupted.” 

* 

I SAW THE SHOW here in this hilly Pennsylvania city last 
night. What the inner impulses are that ‘give its outer surfaces 
the glitter, the swirl and the excitement it has-I hope, in the 
course of things, to try to tell you in the review of “Tropical 
Revue” that'll appear in this paper Tuesday following the show's 
St. Louis opening. But I can tell you this in advance, that I do 
not agree with the Pittsburgh critic, for instance, who said “Call 
it (the show) art, but spell it S-E-X.” That the show is at least 
entertaining goes without saying. That it will attract ‘the 
prurient people and the militant prudes also goes without saying. 
But that it is a serious dance form, in the opinion of many and 
also in my opinion, I should like to emphasize. I should like to 
go further. I should like to say that Miss Dunham’s contribu- 
tion to the theater is a beautiful businesg altogether, a new path 
in the age-old creative impulse to give permanent art forms to 
human ways of life. How important this path will prove it 
would be impertinent at this stage to guess. But the Russian 
Ballet, for instance, started in just such ways as this—from ob- 
servations of folk impulses as shown in the anonymous dancing 
that went on in the city streets and the countryside. 

x * 

TO FOOTNOTE the photogenic Miss Dunham, she is five 
seven, is an uncommonly well-proportioned 182 pounds, and when 
three persons in her company had birthdays she sent them bank- 
books with entries in them” instead of the more conventional 
things. “To eat is a necessary prelude to dancing.” Not that they 
don’t eat, but the symbol’s important to members of an under- 
privileged race. People in the show draw wages the year round, 
idle weeks regardless.

These are the views of Brigadier-General anding and landed troops by attacking 
Henry J. Reilly, expressed in an article 
titled “Air Power in the Invasion,” which 
appears in the March issue of the maga- 
zine Flying.

Discussing what he considers the prop- 
er way to use aviation in the invasion, 
General Reilly emphasizes its role in sup- 
port of ground troops. While regarding 
as important the employment of planes 
for maneuver and surprise by hitting the 
enemy at unexpected places, for batter- 
ing coastal fortifications in preparation 


most important job is to provide a bar- 
rage for advancing invaders. ‘Wherever 
the invading troops are trying to go for- 
ward,” says the General, “there must be 
an accompanying fire, not more than 200 
yards ahead of them, to keep the enemy 
in their defenses and foxholes. Under no 
circumstances must the enemy be per- 
mitted to separate the attacking troops 
and the barrage, or the barrage be per- 
mitted to get too far ahead so that the 
defenders have time to come up after it 
has passed and turn a murderous fire on

ACED with the imminent prospect of becoming a 
millionaire, Andrew F. Howe, 67-year-old St. 
Louis inventor, continues to make work and 
coved of it his daily pastime. When notified last 
Monday that a Master in Chancery has recom- 
mended that he receive a basic net award of $3,- 
681,382 plus five per cent interest for the 14-year 
period covered by his patent suit against the Com- 
monwealth Steel Com , two of its officers and 
the estate of Clarence EE Newel Jr., he was happy, 
but calm. “It is another step on thé way to victory,” 
he said, ‘but I’m not counting my chickens before 
they are hatched.” 

The stocky man with mustache and rosy cheeks 
who now is busily engaged in producing centrifugal 
machinery ‘for devia coal and Clarifying water 
pointed out that there may be considerable proce- 
dure in the case, which involves a steel molding 
process used in making huge locomotive and 
passenger car frames, and other large castings for 
railway equipment. 

Still to be deterntined by Judge Charles G. 
Briggle at the United States District Court at Spring- 
field, Illinois, is whether Mr. Howe or the company 
is entitled to an additional $1,840,690, value of the 
shop rights to the patent as affixed by Master in 
Chancery E. P. Allen of Quincy, Illinois. The com- 
pany may claim it on the ground that Howe devel- 
oped his method while in the company’s employ 
and on its time. Should it be awarded to Howe, in 
addition to the basic sum recommended, hé would 
get $5,522,072, plus interest since July 27, 1929. 
The maximum award is calculated on a royalty of 
seven and one-half per cent on total sales of $73.- 
627,634 of railroad castings made from the Howe 
patent during the life of the patent, 1911-1928. Of 
this amount, 40 per cent will be allotted to his at- 
torney, Joseph T. Davis, who with others has

Howe, who lives with his wife and married 
daughter in a spacious but not elaborate home at 
6945 Cornell avenue in University City, estimates 
he has perfected more than 100 inventions during 
his career. Chief of the others were a railroad car 
roller bearing, which wasn't marketed until his pat- 
ent expired, railway safety equipment and several 
used on the centrifugal ipment he manufactures.

Louis area, is the goal of a group of St. Louis duck hunt- 
ers who have conceived a perpetual conservation project 
as a monument to their city. Through the St. Louis or- 
ganization of Ducks Unlimited, they gre raising neces- 

sary funds and hope to get construction started by late 
ons 

The location of this project is near Hanna, Alberta, 
in the heart of the great Canadian duck breeding ground. 
Due to drying up of lakes, potholes and sloughs, more 
ducks die per square mile in this than in any other re- 
gion. Every spring, there is wate: in this group of lakes 
and in several hundred potholes surrounding ‘them. E 
ery year, the potholes dry up and in three years out va 
four, the lakes themselves become dry by early July with 
disastrous consquences for the ducks. 

Under the proposed Lakes St Louis project, about 
6000 acres of nesting area protected by permanent water 
would be created by improving Fox and Hanalta lakes 
which lie one mile west of Hanna. A small dam would 
be put in Bull Pond Creek, largest of the intermittent 
streams in that vicinity, to the south and west of Fox 
Lake. Then a canal would be excavated from the creek 
above the proposed dam that would carry 50 cubic feet 
of water per second into Fox Lake. A control dam would 
be constructed in the canal and when water in Fox Lake 
reached a predetermined level, it would be carried 
through a control outlet and chute to the upper end of a 
90-acre lake midway between Fox and Hanalta.
